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Thursday, January 1. 


The day is bright and cold, snow on the 
ground well trod, automobiles moving about 
for the pleasure of idleness as it is a holi- 
day and the men have leisure. I remained 
about home generally only going to the post- 
office for mail several times and reading the 
papers. One mail only was delivered by the 
carriers today, the morning mail, at my door 
about 8:30 a. m. We are sitting up pretty 
late for the comfort of the library radiator, 
the others being rather cold. 


Friday, January 2. 


Mrs. Mary P. Stevens came in for the day, 
making us a visit, and being helpful at sew- 
ing, mending, and washing dishes. She is 
soon to visit Hattie Moore in Woodville, 
Mass., when there she will probably remain 
for the winter months as Hattie has a warm 
house. Jennie is talking of going to Boston 
for a visit with Emily Hall. Jennie does 
not want to board Miss Stiles on her return 
from vacation. Miss Stiles is now at Wilton. 
Just now it is not possible to say where the 
school teacher will be boarded. 
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Saturday, January 3. 


Walked over town to the bark in the morn- 
ing, signed my name to currency forty times 
as Vice President, bought a mortgage of Nat. 
G. Head for $279.25 on request of Elbridge 
P. Clark, the deed covered land of thirty-six 
acres extent. At home, spent several hours 
drawing off accounts in the Adams Estate 
to be presented to the Judge of Probate, the 
time of guardianship is nearly two years and 
the amount of figuring is prodigeous, per- 
haps the late guardian did not over charge 
at $75.00 when he made his tenth and last 
accounting. The weather is rather wintry. 


Sunday, January 4. 


Dressed at seven o’clock, had breakfast 
at quarter past with Mrs. MacMurphy, walk- 
ed to station, took 8:22 trolley to Manchester, 
waited 45 minutes for trolley to Goffstown, 
reached there at 10:30 a. m., gave holy com- 
munion and preached; then went to Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Hart’s house for dinner with 
them and their three children; took 2:30 
trolley for Manchester, thence by 3:15 trolley 
to Derry, and by local trolley for home 
about .ten minutes past four. Found Mrs. 
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Hosley and daughters Deane and Hazel here, 
they had walked in to talk of Deane’s plan 
for boarding with us. 


Monday, January 5. 


Walked to the bank, the streets quite slip- 
pery. I tried to have some insurance papers 
made over between A. W. Gilbert and George 
E. Pettee but the agent Fred J. Shepard had 
gone home, and so the business must wait 
till tomorrow. ‘Mr. Haslam here for supper 
and to play five hundred until eleven o’clock. 
{ spent some hours on the account of my 
guardianship trying to arrange the figures in 
an orderly and simple way. The account 
seems to correspond closely with the tenth 
and last report of the late guardian Mr. 
Frank H. Foster. I have not spent the in- 
come, 


Tuesday, January 6. 4 


Went to town to attend to the bank busin- 
ess and some insurance transfers. Spent 
some hours on my account for the Probate 
Court. At night went to St. Mark’s Lodge 
annual meeting and stated the same night. 
The old officers were all reelected and were 
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again installed by me. I read about all the 
ritual only omitting the last charge. This 
has been a very nice winter day, not cold 
and yet fresh and tonic. The winter is pass- 
ing very comfortably with us and our friends. 


Wednesday, January 7. 


Spent most of the day on my Adams ac- 
counts trying to arrange a proper balance 
sheet with different schedules. At night went 
to Manchester, gave an address. of thirty 
minutes on Gen. George Reid in the Ameri- 
can Revolution to the Manchester Historical 
Association at their annual meeting in 64 
Hanover Street. Received vote of thanks 
from about fifty members there and two 
dollars for expenses. Went to meeting and 
banquet of Dartmouth Alumni Association in 
Y.M.C. A., paid $3.00 for a plate, 144 present, 
speeches by distinguished men, the Governor 
of New Hampshire, et al. 


Thursday, January 8. 


Spent an hour at the bank considering the 
values to be put upon bonds, the price paid, 
the par value are easy but the estima‘ed 
worth of any bond is problematic. Mrs. Mac- 
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Murphy and I took supper with Mr. and Mrs. 
Goodrich and Mrs. Stevens. Afterward I went 
to Masonic Hall to assist in giving Walter 
McGregor the M. E. M. degree in Bell Chap- 
ter of R. A. M. C. B. Chase being the H. P. 
The singing was strong with all male voices 
on the melody. I played the organ. Have 
just come home at ten o’clock. Mild night, 
water dripping from trees. 


Friday, January 9. 


Young telephoned me to call and have a 
talk with him about the annual election of 
bank officers next Tuesday. He has a cold 
and is staying in the house. I called on 
John C. Chase to talk over valuation of bonds 
in bank. Spent some hours on my Adams 
accounts with the assistance of Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy. We went to the Rectory at 7:45 and 
met Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Weston, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph H. Low and Mr. and Mrs. Has- 
lam for two sets of bridge, we had oysters in 
stew afterwards and came home on foot 
about twelve. The affair was congenial and 
well arranged. 
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Saturday, January 10. 


Went to the bank in the forenoon, came 
home with the mutton chops for dinner. Vera 
Todd and Deane Hosley were here with Mrs. 
MacMurphy for dinner. They are cleaning 
up the house for visitors. Met the Selectmen 
in the afternoon, they gave me an order for 
school money $1,751.40, there is more to 
come yet. Took the 3:22 trolley for Goffs- 
Falls and Nashua, thence by steam cars to 
Wilton. Major D. E. Proctor and wife are 
celebrating the 47th anniversary of their 
marriage. I must stay with them and I did. 
Their wedding trip to Newport was very 
stormy, a blockage of snow, which I remem- 
ber. 


Sunday, January 11. 


Breakfast with the Proctors, went to 
church, gave holy communion and preached 
at 9 a. m. Archibald Thompson drove me 
down to Milford with his own horse and 
sleigh. I gave holy communion and preach- 
ed at 10:45 a. m. Went to the Rectory, had 
dinner with Mrs. Gilson, her three children 
and her mother. Went to depot at 5:30 for 
train, waited nearly an hour, reached Nashua 
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an hour late, missed trolley and ‘Rev. Has- 
lam and I took lunch while waiting, thence 
to Goffs Falls for another wait, and reach- 
ed Derry 9:10 p. m. and home about 9:35 
p. m, 


Monday, January 12. 


Spent the forenoon at bank and other 
places with the selectmen, Mrs. McGregor 
and Mrs. MacMurphy on the matter of taking 
Town bonds in exchange for notes. Jennie 
took cash and the wife took a bond $500.00 at 
4 percent. In afternoon Mrs. MacMurphy 
lectured in Manchester and I visited the 
Adams farm, paid the help and gave Mrs. 
Adams her usual allowance of ten dollars. 
Mr. Simonds thirty-five dollars a month and 
Mrs. Blodgett twenty-four. They seemed 
contented and gave me ice cream and cake. 


Tuesday, January 13. 


Twenty degrees below zero this morning 
and not much above zero any time today. 
In afternoon attended annual bank meetings, 
was reelected director and vice president of 
the First National Bank, was elected trustee 
and treasurer of the Nutfield Savings Bank. 
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The two sessions continued from about two 
o’clock to half past five and were animated. 
Deane Hosley is here. There was no school 
today on account of cold weather and too 
little heat in school building. Some trouble 
elsewhere and children sent home except 
in Miss Stiles schoolhouse where there is the 
old wood stove to heat the room. 


Wednesday, January 14. 


Twenty degrees below zero at some places 
in town, that at Wm. H. Benson’s News 
Stand at West Derry. Last night Adams 


Memorial Building burned, a bitter cold 
night. A steam fire engine came down from 
Manchester to help extinguish the fierce 
flames and protect other buildings., Mrs. 
‘Bartlett aroused me on the telephone at 11:40 
and said her husband was trying to get the 
hose wagon over to the fire and wanted me 
to call Ed. Gilman, so I dressed and started 
out to hawl the wagon, again telephoning 
we found out it would not be needed. We 
walked or ran to the fire, back home at one 
o’clock. 
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Thursday, January 16. 


(Milder weather, slowly rising temperature, 
snowing some few inches toward night. Mrs. 
Payne Erskine came this afternoon to be our 
guest and giving reading from her own books 
to the Women’s Club on Gentlemen’s Night. 
She read from “The Eyes of Dread,” and 
“Mountain Girl,” “Moonshiners,” not yet 
published. Mrs. Etta Tingley and Miss 
Gertrude Tingley are with Mrs. Russell 
Chase. Miss Gertrude sang at the club and 
Mrs. Tingley played an accompaniment. 
Afterward came oyster patties, ice cream, 
cake and coffee. Mrs. Erskine has six chil- 
dren, even the youngest is married. 


Friday, January 16. 


Mrs. Erskine the novelist went away at 
eleven o'clock and Miss (Gertrude Tingley 
also went with the same automobile to the 
station. In the afternoon Mrs. Etta Tingley 
came down with Mr. and Mrs. C. B. Chase. 
Rev. and Mrs. Haslam came also. They were 
all here for tea and to spend the evening. 
Mrs. Tingely played cribbage with Mr. Chase, 
four others played bridge, later Mrs. Tingley 
and Mr. Haslam played cribbage together 
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and so we changed. Mrs. Chase retired early 
from playing and I took her place at one of 
the tables. 


Saturday, January 17. 


Mrs. Tingley went away on the 11:39 noon 
passenger train. I spent some time at the 
bank in the forenoon. I spent several hours 
on my Adams account. Ed. Adams sent me 
letter and check for $14.80: being a rebate on 
the $200.00 he had of the Adams estate to 
buy a silver set for the wedding of Ben. 
and Josie 27th December. Rey. Haslam call- 
ed here this afternoon and ‘we reviewed the 
last few days events and people he met with 
us here. 


Sunday, January 18. 


Dressed at seven, had breakfast with Mrs. 
MacMurphy, walked to the station, took 8:22 
trolley for Manchester, had three-quarters of 
an hour there, took 9:45 trolley to Goffstown, 
visited the library before service with Mrs. 
Arthur W. Carpenter, gave morning prayer 
and sermon at 11 a.m.in St. Matthews 
church. Went with Mr. and Mrs. Carpenter 
for dinner, met the mother of Mrs. Carpenter,

Mrs. Hill, at dinner, came away at 2:30 p. m., 
reached Derry at 4 p. m. Guy Glidden 
brought me to the Village in his automobile. 
The day has been bright but cold. 


Monday, January 19. 


Walked to the bank, attended to some bus- 
iness there, walked back to the Chase Fact- 
ory, saw John C. Chase and had him put his 
name to a report and took it back to the 
bank. I made arrangements to renew my 
bond of surety another year: as treasurer of 
Nutfield Savings. ‘Consented to the loan of 
$300. additional on W. H. Carpenter’s con- 
crete house. In the afternoon sent check 
for taxes in Derry amounting to $255.31 also 
sent a check for $6000 fourth installment on 
stock in the Great Northern Railway. Also 
sent mortgage deed to Exeter to have it 
recorded. 


Tuesday, January 20. . 


Walked over town to the bank, signed my 
name to forty bills of currency just new 
from Washington, signed also a coupon cer- 
tification regarding income tax, made change 
of a thousand dollars from savings to Nation- 
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al bank. At home, spent all the afternoon and 
evening making up my Adams account for 
the next meeting of Probate Court in Derry, 
or at some near occasion of presenting it to 
the Judge. The amount of work in preparing 
a statement like this of two years running 
is considerable, but it is correct to a cent. 


Wednesday, January 21. 


Cleared the walks of snow, went to the 
bank for a short time and came back with 
sausage and boiled ham. We had dinner. 
Then I set about my account again and 
made progress in arranging for a suitable 
report to be presented to the Judge of Pro- 
bate. At night Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane 
Hosley and I spent half an hour playing 
rummy. Deane learned the game from Mrs. 
McGregor at the farm when she was there 
at night to be company for Jennie. 

Thursday, January 22. 

Walked to the bank and looked at condi- 
tions, found excess of cash, thirty thousand 
dollars, on hand, a bag of silver weighing 
sixty pounds was shipped by express to 
Boston. I consulted Edwin B. Weston on 
making out my account in the Adams estate, 
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I have already twenty-five pages written to 
be set on some typewriter. I can find any 
number of persons willing to assist me in 
this job. Deane seems to be enjoying her 
school and her stay with us in the family. 
She can read good books and get help in her 
studies. She appears capable and ready to 
learn. 


Friday, January 23. 

The reports of temperature make this 
morning the coldest of the winter so far. 
28 degrees below zero in some parts of 
town, 22 degrees below right here next door 
at the Tyrrel’s where they were up early 
to look at the thermometer. I spent most of 
this day copying the entire income of my > 
receipts in the Adams guardianship. I put 
all my figures together in thirty-two pages, 
and bound them with a stiff cover. The news 
at hand gives us reason to expect Mrs. 
Payne Erskine in town next week for another 
reading from her novels, this time to benefit 
the Woman’s Guild of the Episcopal Church. 


Saturday, January 24. 


Rather warm, wet and sloppy under foot, 
I walked to town for a bank visit and to 
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get certain provisions at the stores before 
coming home to dinner. Deane Hosley’s 
father took some ashes out of the cellar, her 
mother and sister Hazel came here and 
Deane went home with them for Sunday. At 
night I read aloud several chapters of the 
second volume of Mark Twain’s Biography, 
for the pleasure of Mrs. MacMurphy. There 
is a January thaw in full swing increased by 
a gentle fall of rain, the beautiful sleighing 
is likely to come quickly to an end if this 
temperature continues. 


Sunday, January 25. 


Fine winter morning. Mrs. MacMurphy 
had breakfast ready at eight o’clock. I came 
down and we ate breakfast. We went to 
church. I walked and she rode on trolley, 
I gave morning prayer and sermon at 10:45. 
We remained to teach in Sunday school and 
came home about one o’clock. We had oyster 
stew for dinner. Mrs. Hosley and Hazel and 
Deane came in about five o’clock, at six I 
went to church, read evening prayer, remain- 
ed to practise with the choir, went to the 
Rectory, waited till after nine for Mr. Has- 
lam, had supper with him and his wife, and 
came home at eleven. 
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Monday, January 26. 


Walked over town in the forenoon, left 
orders for varnishing my automobile at C. H. 
Abbotts. It is to be overhauled to the extent 
of a days’ work. In the afternoon went with 
George E. Pettee to see the bounds of) his 
grandfathers woodland next to some of my 
Spinney lot. We made out that it is about 
eighty-four rods long and about thirty-five 
rods wide. We came down through the ice 
and snow to Jennie’s and had a good supper 
with her and Miss Stiles. George had never 
been in the house before. On the way we 
saw Payne Erskine. 


Tuesday, January 27. 


Spent the forenoon at the bank. In the 
afternoon went to Manchester with the presi- 
dent of the bank, F. N. Young, met Ernest L. 
Davis, First National Vice President, I am 
second, we met at the New Manchester house. 
I representing the Nutfield Savings bank as 
treasurer. There we met a hundred and 
twenty-five other bankers and went to Joliet 
Hall. There we had a banquet and speeches, 
from the Mayor, C. C. Hayes, Howard Eliot, 
president of the N. Y., N. H. & H. Railroad 
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Judge David Cross, Governor Felker and 
others, we left the speaking and started 
home at 10:15. I am home at twelve o’clock. 


Wednesday, January 28. 


Spent the forenoon at bank, helped to 
count 4000 five cent pieces just received 
from the sub-treasury of New York. In 
afternoon began another copy of my account 
to be presented to the Judge of Probate 
at the next session of Court in Derry. Mrs. 
Dr. Haynes called, Prof. G. H. Bingham call- 
ed. I saw Mrs. Payne Erskine aboard the 
noon train, she presented me three pinks 
from her bouquet of last evening. Mrs. Gil- 
bert was also at depot and Mrs. C. B. Chase 
to see Mrs. Payne Erskine off safe. 


Thursday, January 29. 


Spent some of the forenoon at the bank, 
the remainder of the day I devoted to the 
completion of my account in the Adams 
estate and now think it about right as given 
on thirty-two pages of ample size. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy went to Manchester in the morning 
and to the Woman’s Club in the afternoon. 
The Rev. Henry H. Haynes read a paper be- 
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fore the club on his trip to Egypt. The 
weather is mild and the ground showing bare 
for more than four-fifths of the field areas. 


Friday, January 30. 


At nine o’clock I went to the Folsom’s 
and took three orders to Manchester for de- 
posit. They were signed by selectmen of 
Derry for $2363.70 part for Mrs. Folsom and 
part for her sister Miss Gott. I took them to 
the Amoskeag Savings Bank and deposited 
them, bringing back two books. I also visit- 
ed A. S. Bunton and showed him my account 
in the Adams estate. There were four 
streams of water being poured on the ruins 
of Merchants National Bank where the fire 
has been burning two whole days. 


Saturday, January 31. 


Rain and snow, sleet and wind. Went to 
Selectmen’s office in the afternoon to get 
money for this school district, had to figure 
our proportion of each fund the town is 
taxed on a valuation of $3,566,292.00 and 
this district on $418,439.00. I went toa 
notary public to swear to my account on the 
Adams Estate. My 32 pages make quite a 
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large document for Probate Court. This is 
one of the most considerable of estates to be 
managed by a_ guardian in Rockingham 
County. Our lights are off tonight, I am 
using a candle to write. We had supper by 
candle light. 


Sunday, February 1. 


Mrs. MacMurphy had breakfast early and 
I walked to depot, took the 8:22! trolley for 
Manchester, thence to Goffstown, visited the 
public library, brought away two _ books, 
went to church, gave holy communion and 
preached at eleven o’clock, went to Mrs. 
Johnson’s and had dinner with Isadore, came 
away on trolley at 2:30 p. m. and was home 
about quarter past four. The day has not 
been cold, dripping water from the roofs al! 
day and snow softening under foot. 


Monday, February 2. 


Walked over town twice today. In the 
morning signing bank currency, in the after- 
noon at two bank meetings. These meetings 
were very anemated and prolonged till after 
six o’clock at night. I came home late for 
supper with Rev. Mr. Haslam here waiting. 
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After tea I had appointment with school 
board about money, spent time with the 
chairman reckoning interest on school notes. 
Mr. Chase came in and we played bid whist 
till after eleven o’clock, Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Mr. Haslam against Mr. Chase and my- 
self. 


Tuesday, Feburary 3. 


Went to town after breakfast, attended 
session of Probate Court, presented my ac- 
count of the Adams guardianship, thirty-two 
pages of writing to Judge Louis G. Hoyt, he 
gave me the 5th of March at Exeter for cita- 
tion of all interested and the Register Robert 
Scott publishes the citation in the Derry 
News three successive weeks. I found the 
Judge and Register very pleasant and agree- 
able, ready to give me a choice of days in 
the week for Exeter, finally naming a Thurs- 
day the 5th day of March. 


Wednesday, February 4. 


Before going to bed last night I signed 
checks for a number of regular bills. This 
forenoon I took them over town and picked 
up my receipts. Mrs. MacMurphy had a 
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letter from Mrs. Ben. Adams saying she and 
Ben. would arrive today. I took fifteen 
dollars and went to the Adams farm. I gave 
Mrs. Adams the money without telling her 
of the arrival of her son and his wife. This 
afternoon Ben. and Josie arrived on the ex- 
press train. Mrs. MacMurphy entered the 
same trolley with them and had conversa- 
tion with them. They look fine. 


Thursday, February 5. 


Walked over town in the forenoon, at the 
Nutfield Savings Bank paid for this School 
District, three notes amounting with interest 
to $1747.46, paid $150.00 to Mr. Cutts the 
School superintendent. At the stores bought 
meat, etc., came home for dinner. In the 
afternoon over town again, bought ten shares 
of stock in the First National Bank of H. 
W. Wilson. At night attended a meeting of 
Mt. Nebo Council, acted as Chaplain, helped 
in working R. M. degree on Wm. H. Ranney, 
superintendent of the Hood Milk Farm. Met 
Mrs. McGregor over town, she was attending 
G. A. R. meeting and the W. R. Corps. 
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Friday, February 6. 


Walked over town twice today. In fore- 
noon had ten shares of bank stock trans- 
ferred from Wilson to me, talked over bank 
affairs with the officers, find conditions gen- 
erally good. I was at both banks in after- 
noon, paid some interest at one and some- 
thing on principal. At night met with Mr. 
Raitt to look over school matters. He is 
chairman of school board in this district and 
wants to know something about the money 
received from the State. The State rebates 
to the town some of the money raised by 
taxes. 


Saturday, February 7. 


In forenoon went to John Folsom’s house, 
made out deed of land fifteen acres next to 
my Spinney lot, he and wife signed it over 
to me and Miss Gott witnessed the convey- 
ance. W. T. Morse took acknowledgment at 
the house. In afternoon I went to station, 
took 3:22 car for Goffs Falls, Nashua and 


Wilton, arrived there at six o’clock, took up 
lodging with Major and Mrs. D. E. Proctor, 
after supper ealled on Mr. and Mrs. Frank 


eel! 


Proctor, and their two children now at home. 
The other child Robert is at the Moody 
school, Mt. Hermon. 


Sunday, February 8. 


Breakfast with Major and Mrs. Proctor, 
went to church, gave holy communion and 
sermon at 9 a. m., George Procter and sister- 
in-law were waiting for me and carried me 
down to Milford where I gave the holy com- 
munion and sermon at 10:45 a. m., went to 
the Gilsons and had dinner with Mrs. Gilson, 
her three children and her mother. At 5:30 
took train for Nashua. Mr. Haslam was 
aboard. We came on to Nashua, took the 
trolley to Goffs Falls and home, went to 
Rectory, had supper with the family and 
Rey. Gilson. 


Monday, February 9. 


In the forenoon I was at the bank and 
market. In the afternoon at the farm to 
see Jennie and Miss Stiles. I gave Jennie 
$103.00 for her share of stock in the First 
National Bank, at supper Rev. Haslam was 
here, after tea Mr. Chase came down and we 
played bid whist till eleven o’clock. During 
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the morning I ordered a box of 24 bottles 
American Porter which was delivered before 
noon. I answered a letter of Charles E. 
Leslie Esq., of St. Johnsbury, Vt., about the 
Leslie family. 


Tuesday, February 10. 


Attended to some business at both banks, 
and had transfer made of Jennie’s share of 
First National Bank stock. Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Deane took tea with Mrs. Bell and at- 
tended meeting of Ladies Guild at Mrs. Low’s 
house. I went to Manchester, taking my 
regalia for Knights Templar visitation, about 
a dozen there from Derry, after the work we 
had a banquet. About two hundred _ Sir 
Knights were in attendance. We were able 
to get away on the 10:15 trolley car and so 
I am home at half past eleven and writing 
up the days. 


Wednesday, February 11 


Spent an hour at the bank this morning. 
Saw the ten shares of First National Bank 
stock in the hands of Herbert Grinnell. The 
certificate was made out to H. B. Copp and 
was attached by order of creditors. In after- 
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noon I went te the Adams farm, visited the 
household, showed my first account of 
guardian, also showed L. M. Packer’s bill 
for plumbing there after the last freeze. 
I paid Mrs. Blodget her month’s wages and 
left a check to pay Simonds. Ben. and Josie 
showed me photos taken by them in Florida. 


Thursday, February 12. 


I was at the bank for an hour. This is the 
coldest weather of the season, below zero 
all day, and twenty degrees below in many 
places, ten below at Bailey’s drug store at 
noon. Mrs. MacMurphy went to club meet- 
ing. Mrs. Katherine J. Adams and her 
daughter-in-law attended the meeting. To- 
day Mrs. Adams seemed cheerful and well 
pleased with everybody and everything she 
saw at the club. I am now disposed to think 
she and her son will support me in my ac- 
count before the Probate Court at Exeter on 
the fifth of March. 


Friday, February 13. 


At the bank an hour in the morning, called 
on John C. Davis, family away, bought a 
dozen oranges at Annis’ store, home for din- 
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ner. At 4:20 p..m.°\Mrs.-MacMurphy and I 
took the trolley car for Nashua, there before 
6 p. m., went to Masonic hall, disposed of 
wraps, met’ in lodge room with two hundred 
and fifty masons and ladies, orchestra, then 
to banquet at 6:30, music and ‘fine menu, 
thence back to lodge room for entertainment 
of violin and piano, and a radio, good enter- 
tainment, met Rev. and Mrs. W. P. Niles, 
Rev. W. H.: Morrison and lots of friends, 
home by trolley at half past eleven. 


Saturday, February 14. 


The day opened with a snow storm of 
considerable force. It continued to fall all 
day, the steam cars and electric car service 
were hindered, very few teams passed, the 
roads were unbroken and sidewalks not 
cleared. Deane had gone home and so we 
two are alone in the house. I read quite a 


number of chapters in Albert Bigelow 
_Paine’s Life of Samuel Clemens of. Mark 
. Twain. I read aloud to-Mrs. MacMurphy. I 
am impressed with the excellence of the 
biography, the fine touch of the writer on 
every page. 
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Sunday, February 15. 

Made a path through the snow across the 
street to the opposite sidewalk, where a plow 
had made walking possible. We went to 
churele where I assisted in the morning 
service. There was no Sunday school, owing 
to the bad walking, sidewalks not being 
cleared of snow. We came home for dinner. 
Mrs. C. B. Chase here in the afternoon and 
evening. Mr. Chase was away and she acci- 
dentally Ieft her key at home and so she is 
waiting for him to come back and open the 
door and light the house. 


Monday February 16. 


Spent a few minutes at the bank just long 
enough to look at the deposits as a whole 
and as individual and see how much ¢ash is 
on hand in the savings as well as in the 
National Bank. Deane came down through 
deep smow the mail carrier has mot been 
able to get to the farm on account of deep 
snow since Friday. Rev. Haslam here for 
supper. C. B. Chase came down and we play- 
éd bid whist until half past ten o’clock. IL 
paid the teachers salaries in this district 
today. All of the school money for the year 
is now in hand. 
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Tuesday, February 17. 


Bright and sunny, not too cold, country 
roads not yet open to travel, but nearly so 
by steady working of more men and teams. 
I spent some time at bank, collected semi- 
afinual check oft bank stock, paid some inter- 
est. At home, copied some soldier records 
from volumes of State Papers relating to 
MacMurphys and Gibsons who served in the 
Revolutionary War. At night spent some 
time with the chairman of School Board, 
making up accounts for the next annual 
meeting in special School District No. 2. 


Wednesday, February 18. 


Twenty-six degrees below zero at Green- 
ough’s saw mill early this morning, but 
clear and bright growing warm rapidly till 
noon. I was in the bank an hour, making 
up some reports that came to my lot as 
treasurer in this Special School District No. 
2. The roads in the country are not all 
passable yet, the mail carrier did not get 
around R. F. D. No. 3 today. Jennie did not 
have mail and complained to me over the 
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telephone, because she is lonely without her 
daily papers. Miss Stiles crossed the fields 
to teach school and returned at night. 


Thursday, February 19. 


Cloudy all day, and snow falling most of 
the time. I spent much of the day making 
out a School Report. At night I went to 
Mr. Raitts with Mrs. Ranney to look over 
the Report and make plans for auditing and 
printing the same with the Annual Town 
Report. Read aloud several chapter of 
Albert Bigelow Paine’s Life of Mark Twain. 
We enjoyed the biography very much. We 
have just received a-set of Historic Romances 
in 20 volumes by Muhlbach. I think they are 
very readable and also instructive. 


Friday, February 20. 


Walked over town to the bank to see the 
state of the deposits, the amount of loans and 
cash. -When I came home I brought various 
things from market, corn, rice, and haddock. 
At night I attended a meeting of Bethany 
White Shrine of Jerusalem, saw installation, 
“work and had refreshments at the close and 
rode home on a special trolley. It is now 
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quarter to twelve and I am writing up this 
diary while I hear George E. Pettee in the 
cellar fixing the steam heater for night. He 
is always on hand in the time of need. 


Saturday, February '21. 


Spent some of the morning at the bank. 
Brought home grapefruits, and oysters. Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Deane went to Manchester 
in the afternoon. I called on Mrs. Ranney 
about School reports. Then I went to the 
food sale at Bell’s Drug Store. I bought 
seventy-five cents worth. Coming back I 
modified my school report so as to eliminate 
the borrowing of money in advance of pay- 
ment of taxes. Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane 
were back about half past six, and we had 
baked beans and brown bread for supper. 


Sunday, February 22. 


Real winter with plenty of snow, fairly 
good sleighing and sledding, cold enough for 
comfort in a Siberian dog skin coat. We 
went to church, good attendance, the Hosleys 
there, quite a distance for them to come 
through the snow. I preached and gave the 
morning service, remained to conduct Sun- 
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day school and hear a class in church history 
at catechism. Home for dinner, conducted 
the evening service, good attendance again, 
rehearsed the choir for next Sunday, had 
supper at Rectory with the Rector and fam- 
ily. 


Monday, February 23. 


State holiday and yet there is, considerable 
‘business going on in town, stores open and 
shops running. Mr. Gilman here to audit 
the School reports. Mr. Haslam here for 
supper and spend the evening. (Mr. Chase 
came down for the usual bid whist. Mrs. 
Chase came down with ice cream : called 
delmonico. The day has been cold but 
bright and cheerful, good sledding, plenty 
of, rides, children on snowshoes and parties 
on skis. 


Tuesday, February 24. 


I was at the bank in the morning, signed 
‘a quitclaim to a lot at Beaver Lake for fifty 
dollars, Wm. F. Madden sold to Peter Brun- 
elle for two hundred and fifteen dollars. At 
night Mr. C. B. Chase and I went to Mr. and 
Mrs. J. H. Weston’s house, met Rev. Haslam 
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and wife, Mrs. Jennie Grinnell and Mrs. 
Holmes. We played bridge till half past 
eleven, had cream and cake, candy, etc., 
then started for home, the lights went out 
before we reached the village. The weather 
ds very much like winter, down around zero 
and below at night, and not up to thawing in 
the day time. 


Wednesday, February 25. 


Spent some time at the bank, paid some 
interest money at the Derry National Bank, 
put down fifty dollars to the credit of Wm. 
EF. Madden on his note to me, held at that 
bank as collateral. The School Board failed 
to meet tonight and the report is not com- 
pleted for printing. Jennie at the telephone 
said the mail carrier had not been there for 
a week on account of bad roads presumably 
but she thinks he is paid to deliver a daily 
mail and have a competent team to pull 
through the heavy snow on all occasions. 


Thursday, February 26. 


Received by registered mail the certificate 
of stock in the Great Northern Railway Co., 
that I have been anxious about for the last 
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ten days. Mrs. MacMurphy went to Concord 
today to lecture at some women’s club. She 
will not come home tonight but come down 
to Manchester and lodge with Mrs. Prescott 
and Cornelia James. Today has been rather 
mild, thawing a little in the middle of the 
day. I have read about half of the Merchant 
of Berlin by Muhlbach. I believe the set will 
interest me although there are lines that I 
do not approve of in a model. 


Friday February 27. 


Mrs. MacMurphy returned from Concord 
and Manchester at noon. She saw her sistet 
at Manchester and reports that Amanda is 
looking fine and strong. I took in $25. on 
interest at the Davises this forenoon. At 
night attended meeting of the Special Schooa 
Board and prepared the Reports for the 
printing I am to take the reports to the 
office tomorrow to have the printers get 
started as soon as possible. Probably W. F. 
Raitt will not allow his name to be proposed 
for reelection on the School Board at the next 
meeting for election of officers. 
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Saturday, February 28. 


Spent an hour at the bank. At the market 
bought apples at fifty cents a peck, oranges 
twenty cents a dozen, raisins, breakfast food, 
and a basket to bring the goods home. This 
market basket holds half a bushel and costs 
five cents, certainly worth that. Af night 
I am reading “The Merchant of Berlin.” I 
read from “The National Geographic Maga- 
zine’ an interesting article on Panama Can- 
al. Five pictures illustrating the land slides 
that have delayed the completion of the work. 
The canal might have been used a long time 
ago, if these slides had not oceurred re 
peatedly. 


Sunday, March i. 


Very wet, drizzling rain early in the morn- 
ing, I dressed at half past six, had breakfast, 
put on rubber overcoat and shoes, walked to 
Station, took 8:22 trolley to Manchester, 
thence to Goffstown, preached and gave holy 
communion, went to library, took out a book, 
had dinner with Mr. and Mrs. George Ham- 
Dbleton and their two children, came off at 
half past two with wet feet, was an hour 
and a half getting to Manchester, thence to 
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Derry at five and home in a wet condition. 
Slush under foot, too deep for shoes and rain 
continually so I had a most uncomfortable 
day in Goffstown. 


Monday, March 2. 


Spent. the morning copying out of state 
paper facts pertaining to the Revolutionary 
services of Lieut. Daniel MacMurphy my 
great great uncle, he was a pensioner, was 
allowed extra: pension for disability on ac- 
count of having been shot through the breast 
at the battle of Bennington, as there is no 
monument to his grave I think the town of 
Alexandrea or the State of New Hampshire 
ought to erect one. Rev. Haslam here for 
supper. C. B. Chase came down and we had 
the usual game of. bid whist. 


Tuesday, March 3. 


Soon after breakfast I went to the Folsoms, 
took Mrs. Folsom’s check for $611.40 and 
pass book, went to bank, took $5000.00 in my 
overcoat pocket and went to Manchester. I 
took the money package to the First National 
Bank. Next I hunted up Bunton and went to 
the Manchester National Bank, took coupon 
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from vault, went to Amoskeag Savings and 
deposited Mrs. Folsom’s check, came back to 
Derry, went again to the bank, and to the 
Folsom’s, came home. Had a wet nasty trip 
to Manchester and back. The snow is nearly 
gone. : 


Wednesday, March 4. 


Spent an hour in the bank. Brought home 
some lamb chops and doughnuts. After din- 
ner Deane went home for a day and night. I 
spent some time copying facts from Rev- 
olutionary Book. There are also some rolls 
of troopers and scouts of the period of the 
Indian Wars from 1744 to 1750. Daniel Mac 
Murphy was a scout of that period and so 
was James Gibson of Pelham my great great 
grandfather who died before the war of the 
Revolution. 


Thursday, March 5. 


After breakfast I took. my papers, vouch- 
ers, etc., in Adams Estate, went to depot, 
thence on 8:29 train for Exeter, took hack 
for court room, attended Special Probate 
Court, Judge Louis G. Hoyt, passed my First 
Account with compliment for the neatness 
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and completeness of my written account, he 
prefers type written on account of his eye- 
sight, but made no objection to my figures. 
I had dinner at Exeter, came home. Attended 
Mt. Nebo Council, in the evening, Election of 
Officers, and I installed all officers but 
treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Friday, March 6. 


In the forenoon I took three applications 
for the Aaron P. Hughes Lodge of Perfec- 
tion at Nashua from Joseph B. Bartlett, Ben- 
jamin T. Bartlett, Herbert Grinnell, and in 
the afternoon one from Londo B. Hardy, 
four fees one hundred dollars. Then at night 
I took the petitions to Manchester, and at- 
tended a Visitation of Mt. Horeb Council and 
as Grand Chaplain entered with the suite 
of the Inspecting Grand Officer Rev. Jesse 
M. Durrell the other Grand Chaplain was 
there also. We both were called upon for 
speeches by the Grand P. C. W. Leonard P. 
‘Hunt the visiting Inspector. 


Saturday, March 7. 


Spent the morning at bank, sent fee of 
six dollars to Robert Scott Register of Pro- 
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bate to pay the Judge Louis G. Hoyt for 
special session of Court for my First Ac- 
count in Adams Estate. I asked the Register 
to send me copy of the Judge’s decree on the 
Account. I cannot attend the annual school 
meeting. here today, my treasurer’s report I 
turned over to the Secretary L. B. Hardy 
to read for me. I am. going to take the 3:22 
trolley for Goffs Falls, Nashua and thence 
by steam cars to Wilton tonight, probably 
I shall be at Major D. E. Proctors for sup- 
per and lodging tonight. 


Sunday, March 8. 


Supper, lodging and breakfast with Major 
and Mrs. D. E. Proctor and Miss Lucy Stiles. 
Went to church at 9 a. m., preached and 
gave holy communion to thirteen persons. 
Archibald Thompson drove me to Milford, 


I preached and gave holy communion to 
twenty-six persons, had dinner with Dr. 
Eugene Wason at his house, took 5:38 train, 
found Rev. Haslam on train, came on to 
Nashua, changed .to trolley, thence to Goffs- 
falls and Derry, met by Brent and Cummings 
who took our dress suit cases and we went 
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to the Rectory, met John R. McLane, had 
supper there and walked home and am here 
at ten o’clock. 


Monday, March 9. 


During the morning I visited six or more 
offices to find candidates for the 14th degree 
and succeeded in signing up two, Arthur Em- 
erson and Rev. George Haslam. I got their 
checks and mailed their petitions to head- 
quarters. In the afternoon I went to the 
Adams farm, gave Mrs. Adams a monthly 
allowance of twenty five dollars. She was 
pleased to give receipt for the same. She 
wants to bear the whole expense of her 
brother Charles Foster at the Sanitarium in 
Stamford, Connecticut. 


Tuesday, March 10. 


At the bank awhile, signed bank report 
made for the 4th day of March by call of the 
Comptroler of currency. Went to Town 
Meeting and voted for all the town officers, 
brought home printed Report of the last 
year. Bought a gallon of pure Maple syrup 
and five pounds of white sugar, brought them 
home in my hands. Jennie is in Boston for 
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a few days, probably with Emily Hall. Rev. 
Haslam had confirmation class meeting at. 
one of the houses in this village. Deane and 
Leora are in the class. He has been calling. 


Wednesday, March 11. 


. Spent the morning at bank. In afternoon 
Walked to the farm across. the fields, a 
beautiful afternoon. I took Jennie’s mail and 
unlocked the house and went in, I laid her 
mail upon the table, opened the organ, play- 
ed and sang for half an hour, came away, 
talked with Mrs. Duffy about her mortgage 
note came on home, at night went to church, 
conducted evening service of litany, spent 
half an hour at the Rectory with Rev. Has+ 
lam who seemed a little nervous about his 
admission to the Lodge of Perfection. 


Thursday, March 12. 


The School Board gave me a note $500.00 
to place in the bank, the Nutfield Savings 
Bank of which I am treasurer, in order to 
have money to pay teachers, etc. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Deane were at the Woman’s 
Club this afternoon. Deane helped to serve 
refreshments. They went to the Choral Union 
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Concert in Pinkerton Academy at night. I 
attended Chapter R: A. M. There was elec- 
tion of officers for the ensuing year. I was 
the Installing Officer, had L. B. Hardy for 
Grand Captain of the Host, and W. H. Ran- 
ney as Grand Chaplain. I myself was put in 
as Chaplain for the year and installed. 


Friday, March 18. 


At the bank forenoon and afternoon. Took 
treasurer’s oath for faithful discharge of 
duties in School District No. 2. Went for 
Matthew Edson Odell and got his petition 
for the degrees in Lodge of Perfection, took 
3:22 car to Londonderry, got Eugene D. 
Campbell’s petition, called on the cousins, 
Jennie Perkins and Alice Corning, took next 
car to Manchester, acted as Chaplain in ob- 
ligation of 100 candidates in Lodge, attended 
working of 14th degree by Nashua officers. 
We had a banquet before the work began, 
some over three hundred at supper. Rev. 
George Haslam there. 


Saturday, March 14. 


At the bank in the morning. At 3:22 was 
on the trolley for Goffsfalls, thence by trol- 
ley to Nashua, waited for the 5:06 car to 
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Milford. There I went to the Endicott Inn, 
after tea Rev. Roy Ralf Gilson called me on 
the telephone and referred to the matter of 
my entertainment and told me I was to be in- 
vited to dine on Sunday with Mrs. John Mc- 
Lane. I found Mr. Luce at the Endicott Inn 
and had a long talk with him. I had a good 
room and well served table while there. 


Sunday, March 15. 


I took breakfast at the Endicott Inn and 
about half past ten went to church. I bap- 
tized a child of five weeks, named Royal 
Lisby Kenneth Martin, before the church 
service. The church service was Morning 
Prayer, litany and sermon. I was pleased 
to have Charles Albert Jenkins at the service. 
I went to the McLane’s for dinner with Mrs. 
John McLane, Mr. and Mrs. Clinton McLane. 
Spent a pleasant afternoon there. Took 5:38 
train for Nashua, 6:45 trolley for Goffsfalls 
and so by trolley to Derry and home at 8:30 
p. m. 


Monday, March 16. 


Spent the forenoon at bank, met Mrs. Has- 
lam and Miss Brown the district nurse, left 
word for Rev. Haslam to come with us for 
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tea. He had six o’clock tea with us and then 
we telephoned Charles B. Chase to come 
down for a game of bridge with Mr. Haslam, 
Mrs. MacMurphy and myself. I think Jennie 
attended visitation of Eastern Star this even- 
ing, she had to order a conveyarice both to 
and from the hall of meeting. Miss Stiles 
came back from Wilton and began teaching 
again and boarding with Jennie at the farm. 


Tuesday, March 17. 


Attended to collecting seventy dollars on 
two notes at the Davises, then spent an hour 
at the bank, amd freard that our bank clerk 
has been offered a position in another bank, 
the Amoskeag Bank at Manchester. I am 
thinking of the possibility of getting my sor 
to come east and take the vacant place in 
our bank. The salary is small in compari- 
son with his present salary with the Marshall 
Field Company, but I might help to make 
up tlre difference. It would be a great’ 
pleasure to have him and his family here, and 
very convenient too. 


Wednesday, March 18. 


It began to snow lively after breakfast. 
I walked over town in tall overshoes, visited 
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the bank for afi hour. Stiow fell steadily 
all the forenoon. In the afternoon I read 
“The Daughter of an Empress” by Louise 
Muhlbach, foutid it fascinatiftig. At night I 
went over to the Rectory aiid held service for 
small turn out of nine. Uséd onfily the longer 
litany atid two hymns. I had a fine letter 
today from Dr. G. W. Currier, 33 degree 
Deputy of Supreme Council, he is the highest 
Mason in the State of New Hampshire. This 
for my Work last Week securing candidates, 
étc. 


Thursday, March 19. 


In the forenoon I put some time into 
looking over the bank and talking with 
the officérs. In the afternoofi Mrs. Adams 
and her son afid his wife arrived here about 
two o’clock. I talked with Ben. and his 
mother and Josie, met with Mrs. Newell and 
Mrs. MacMurphy. to discuss ways and meajiis 
Of building a D. A. R. Hall. Mrs. C. B. Chase 
yesterday wetit to Somersworth, N. H. She 
will also visit Farmington I believe this trip, 
{is for the purpose of giving a recital with 
musical illustrations. Not very much like 
Spring, winter hangs on grimly. 
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Friday, March 20, 


There was a meeting of bank directors at 
five o’clock to talk over a change to take 
place in the working force. The clerk has 
a call to go to the Amoskeag bank. We must 
find another man to fill his position. The 
result of Our meeting was the naming of a 
young man of East Derry who may be in- 
duced to consider the business and salary. 
He is at present working in the big shop, but 
may think of our work as more desirable 
from some points of view, and certainly less 
confining in hours. 


Saturday, March 21, 


On account of a cold I have remained about 
the house today, only once going as far as 
the post office to get a Boston American. 
Mrs. MacMurphy started for Boston on the 
noon train. She may speak to the Alumni of 
Pinkerton Academy tonight at a banquet. 
Dean also is away having gone home to visit 
until tomorrow afternoon. Mrs. Chase came 
home from Somersworth last night, her 
only complaint is that she found the houses 
too cold and suffered the discomfort unwill- 
ingly. 
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Sunday, March 22. 


Rather nasty weather, light fall of snow, 
melting as fast a it falls to the ground. I 
went to church, gave morning prayer, peni- 
tential office and preached at 10:45 a. m. 
Conducted Sunday School. Mr. and Mrs. Stew- 
art joined my class of girls and boys. I had 
dinner with Mrs. Haslam and three of her 
sons. Came home. Dean came at four, she 
went down and got Leora to stay with her 
while I went to evening service and rehear- 
Sal of choir. There were twenty-six at even- 
ing, thirty-eight in the morning. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy in Boston. 


Monday, March 23. 


Mrs. MacMurphy and Jennie returned from 
Boston this afternoon, both pleased with 
their visits, Miss Stiles came back from 
Boston yesterday. There were 92 at the 
Pinkerton Alumni Banquet Saturday night, 
Mrs. MacMurhy was one of the speakers. I 
had a letter from Wm. T. Donaldson, Esq., 
‘of the American Bonding Company. He says 
it is poor time to sell land out West, he will 
pay another year’s! interest in advance on the 
15th of April. I am willing to grant exten- 
‘sion of time. 
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Tuesday, March 24. 


Spent some time at the bank. Invited to 
address the Y. M. C. A. at Pinkerton Academy 
on some subject connected with town history. 
Time set for meeting, day after tomorrow 
about eleven o’clock. Spent some hours in 
writing out an address of ten minutes. There 
are twenty pages, I can read it in ten min- 
utes and if desirable can give it off hand in 
about the same time. Rev. Haslam here to 
take Dean and Leora to the Lynch’s for cat- 
echism. The Todds also are to meet with 
the confirmation class. 


Wednesday, March 25. 


Some of the morning was spent at the 
bank, E. P. Clark called for a loan, and said 
he would like to have me see his farm, the 
homestead. He said his son would take me 
down at 2 p. m. I went there, Mrs. Clark 
told me she was one of my scholars at Hud- 
son No. 9 School in the winter 1863-4. Ade- 
laide Durant, before she married Elbridge 
P. Clark. Her father was in Civil War. 
They want a loan of $1200. on their farm. I 
promised to help them to get it. The son 
brought me home. They have ten children 
all living, youngest 14 years. 
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| Thursday, March 26. 
| I changed my clothes after ten o’clock and 
‘dressed for the occasion. I went up to Pink- 
he - Academy. The Y. M. C. A. and boys 
icaime together in the main room called the 
chapel. Several visitors were there, a home 
orchestra opened the act, a hymn was sung, 
land I was introduced and spoke on the sub- 
jject assigned with applause, then came a 
‘prayer by the Rev. Newell, another hymn. 
‘In prayer Dr. Newell made allusion to my 
jaddress, later Rev. Haskins in a speech gave 
‘commendation. Prof. Bingham and others 
praise. 


Friday, March 27. 


Yesterday I went without an overcoat all 
day and in the evening, and today it has been 
‘very warm. I was at the bank, the new clerk 
was there trying to learn his new duties 
from the old clerk. I spent considerable time 
writing a biographical sketch of Lieut. Dan- 
iel MacMurphy, 1731-1808. I think the sub- 
ject will prove very interesting to me and 
perhaps please others of the family. I am 
pretty sure to have some notice taken of that 
unmarked grave in Alexandria. 
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Saturday, March 28. 


Some snow and sleet falling, damp and 
muddy all day. Mrs. MacMurphy at club 
meeting with Mrs. Arthur Greenough this 
afternoon, forty ladies there to play whist. 
About twelve dollars more toward the new 
building. I spent about all day in writing 
my biographical sketch of Lt. Daniel Mac- 
Murphy the brother of my great grandfather. 
I have written 48 pages and imagine it will 
require about half an hour to read it aloud, 


or deliver it before an audience. I must pick © 


out a sermon for tomorrow as it will be 
my turn to preach. 


Sunday, March 29. 


Rather unpleasant weather, raw east wind, 
damp and chilly. I wore fur overcoat and 
cap, arctic overshoes, quite a contrast to the 
two days when I wore no over-garments. I 
gave morning prayer and preached at 10:45. 
Opened Sunday School, conducted class and 
closed. We came home for dinner. At night 
I conducted the usual evening service and 
afterwayd practised with the choir and or- 
ganist. Then went to Rectory and had sup- 
per with Rev. and Mrs. Haslam and two sons. 
Home again at ten o’clock. 
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Monday, March 30. 


Rather unpleasant weather, raw east wind, 
damp and chilly. I wore fur overcoat and 
cap, arctic overshoes. Spent an hour at the 
bank. For the remainder of the day read, 
wrote, copied and at supper Rev. Haslam was 
here. Mr. Chase came down and we played 
bridge till eleven o’clock, had some cookies 
and shrub or grape juice. I am pleased with 
the historic romances of L. Muhlbach. Just 
finished the Prince of Savoy. These books are 
rather too long. I grudge giving the time to 
read them, but think them well worth the 
trouble. 


Tuesday, March 31. 


I did not go to the bank in the forenoon 
put attended to some letters. In the after- 
noon the telephone informed me that bank 
examiners were at the bank. I saw John 
C. Chase and he said he saw them and talked 


over the affairs. There were three men 
Norwin S. Bean, Richard Scammon and one 
other whose name I did not learn. I went 
over and met with the examiners and our 
directors and trustees. The meeting was 
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pleasant. Bean thought conditions improved 
since he was here in August of last year 
and looked at securities. 


Wednesday, April 1. 


Spent the morning at the bank, deposited 
dividends of the month in the Adams Estate. 
In the afternoon walked to the farm, helped 
Jennie to make out her inventory of tax- 
able property for the selectmen. Rev. Haslam 
came to see Jennie later, walked on to see 
the Hosleys and arrange for baptism next. 
Then I walked back to depot! with him in the 
rain, and so on home. In evening read 
aloud from biography of ‘Mark Twain.” Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Deane for audience, the 
book is very fascinating. 


Thursday, April 2. 


Spent some time at the bank. Met Mrs. 
Haslam and talked about the funeral of Rt. 
Rev. William Woodruff Niles, to be held in 
Concord tomorrow. The Bishop died at the 
age of 82 years much beloved. I paid a 
number of monthly bills, light, telephone, 
milk, dues to S. A. R. and to N. H. Historical 
Society. I read aloud in the evening from 
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biography of Mark Twain. Mrs. Whitney 
and daughter were here this afternoon. Mrs. 
McGregor’s inventory of real estate for tax- 
ation amounts to about $15000.00 in Derry 
and Londonderry. Of course mine is much 
larger than hers, 


Friday, April 3. 


I did not go over town today. Most of the 
time both morning and afternoon I spent in 
reading. Reading to myself L. Muhlbach’s 
Napoleon and the Empress Louisa and read- 
ing aloud to Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane, 
the Life of Mark Twain. We are reading the 
3rd volume at the period of 1901 in the biog- 
raphy. I picked out a sermon for Sunday. 
Palm Sunday sermon, that I must read at 
Wilton and Milford. I am expected to cele- 
brate three times next Sunday, once in 
private house. 


Saturday, April 4. 


Spent part of the morning at the bank. 
In the afternoon took passage on trolley 
with vestments and dress suit case, went to 
Goffsfalls, thence to Nashua and by train to 
Wilton, met Archibald Thompson at station

and two of his daughters, went to store, and 
soon after with Major D. E. Proctor. Went 
to his house, took supper with him and Mrs. 
Proctor, had the usual good talk with Mrs. 
Proctor about all the Atwoods and with the 
Major about all the Grand Army tales, he 
doing most of the amie and I being a good 
listener. 


Sunday, April 5. 


Lodged in the guest chamber and had 
breakfast. Then I went to church at 9 a. m, 
gave holy communion and preached. The 
Archibald Thompson drove me down to Mil- 
ford. There I gave holy communion, asciatl 
ed by Rev. Roy Rolfe Gilson and preached, 
went to his house and saw Mrs. Gilson, under 
doctor’s care, not sitting up, had dinner with 
family excepting Mrs. Gilson. Mr. Gilson 
and I talked. I came away at 5:38 and reach- 
ed Derry at 8 p. m., had supper at Rectory 
with the family and Bishop E. M. Parker. 





Monday, April 6. 


After breakfast went to town, attended 
service at church, 10 o’clock, went to bank 
and to market, home for dinner. In after- 
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noon attended meeting of trustees of savings 
bank at three o’clock, it closed at half past 
four. Meeting of directors of First National 
Bank followed and continued till past six 
o’clock, came home for tea. Mr. C. B. Chase 
called in the evening and has just gone at ten 
o’clock. Mrs. Dr. Newell was here with two 
of her boys. Benjamin and Henry Newell. 
Spring slow coming. 


Tuesday, April 7. 


Spent both forenoon and afternoon at the 
bank, signed my name forty times to new 
currency. Worked on taxes and exemptions 
for deposits in the Saving Bank, quite a 
puzzle to figure the apportionment of exemp- 
tion for each town’s deposits. The exemp- 
tions cover about thirty-two thousand dollars 
out of a total of seventy-eight thousand dol- 
lars, almost forty percent exempt as being 
loaned on mortgages within the state at five 
percent. Mrs. MacMurphy was in Manchest- 
er, visited Mrs. Mellows at the Masonic 
Home. She is back again this evening. 
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Wednesday, April 8. 


Spent both forenoon and afternoon at bank, 
but I also attended church service at 10 o’- 
clock, same hour as on two previous days. 
Read aloud at night to Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Deane, finished third volume of Albert Bige- 
low Paine’s Life of Samuel Clemens, “Mark 
Twain.” We think it a fine book. I am 69 
years old today, found a cake and lighted 
candle at my plate at tea and some cards, 
and so I am entering my 70th year without 
any change of life, all my business relations 
continue, my religious and my literary hab- 
its: 


Thursday, April 5, 


The morning I spent at the bank, after 
attending the services of the church at 10 
o’clock. In the afternoon I went to the Adams 
farm and spent half an hour’ with Mrs. 
Adams, my Ward, and gave her twenty-five 
dollars for her own use. At night I read 
aloud from ‘“‘Mark Twain.” I have also fin- 
ished “Napoleon and the Empress, or Queen 
of Prussia.” Received a card from Mrs. 
Jennie MacMurphy (wife of Norman) of 
Bristol, N. H. She is with her mother. 
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Friday, April 10. 


Went to bank in the forenoon after attend- 
ing service at ten.o’clock. Home for dinner. 
Mrs. Clark here to sew. I was at the bank in 
the afternoon till four o’clock then went to 
12 High St., to call on Mrs. Hoisington, 
came home for tea. At seven o’clock went to 
‘town a third time today, gave evening pray- 
er and preached at 7:45 p. m. Pretty good 
attendance. Home again about 9:15. Read 
the evening paper and prepared for retire- 
ment. 


Saturday, April 11. 


In the morning I was at the bank for two 
hours. Mrs. MacMurphy has been under the 
spell of the weather, that is to say, she has 
2 severe cold. I called in Dr. C. E. Newell’s at 
five o’clock, he did not consider the sickness 
serious. She fell on the stairs a few days 
ago and was bruised enough to cause her 
pain in moving her arms. Deane went home 
fore three hours today between three and 
six, quite a walk but the roads are dry, the 
dust has been driven about in a big wind 
today. 
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Sunday, April 12. 





Easter has been a busy day. I gave holy 
communion and preached at 10:45 a. m.,. 
large attendance, beautiful and elaborate dec- 
oration. I opened and closed the Sunday 
School. Came home for dinner, attended the 
funeral of William A. Todd at 2 p. m. with. 
choir in their vestments, sang “In the hour 
of trial,” “O Lamb of God still keep me,” 
and one other hymn, the choir responded to 
me. At night I gave evening service and’ 
preached at 6:30 p.m. Then had supper at 
Rectory with Rev. and Mrs. Haslam and 

their son Cummings Haslam. 


Monday, April 13. 


Spent an hour looking over the balance 
sheets of the National and Savings banks. 
Paid premium on fire insurance of farm 
buildings with Jennie, she will repay me one 
half. Mr. and Mrs. E. P. Clark here to talk 
over a loan on their homestead. I have agreed 
to make them a loan of $1200.00 Mrs. Haslam 
and Mrs. Packer made a call on Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy, finding her in bed with a cold. 
Rev. Haslam also called in the morning. 
Several other callers. 
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Tuesday, April 14. 


Went to the home of John C. Davis for in- 
terest. The son John C. Davis Jr., had left 
for me seventy dollars and the father ten 
dollars. I went to the bank awhile, also 
had interview with the President of Nut- 
field Savings as to loaning on mortgage to 
E. P. Clark. In the afternoon Mr. and Mrs. 
E. P. Clark were here and we drew up a 
plan and description of the farm to be mort- 
gaged. Lando B. Hardy sent me check for 
$450.00 for which he is to have a school 
board note at 5 percent. 


Wednesday, April (5. 


Twice today I was at the bank, with a 
little business each time, connected with my 
office of treasurer in this school district 
No. 2. Much of the evening I have spent 
finishing ‘Napoleon and Blucher” by Muhl- 
back. I found this volume very fascinating 
and intensely emotional in many parts, al- 
most continuously. The character of Em- 
press Josephine very pleasing and one can- 
not help feeling great sympathy for Napoleon 
in his last trials and abdication or deposition, 
splendid historic romance. 
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Thursday, April 16. 


Ground covered with snow. This is a holi- 
day. Fast Day of the Governor’s appoint- 
ment. No business, and so I remain indoors 
except to go twice to the post office. Ben. 
Adams came over at 5 o'clock with his ac~ 
counts and we settled every thing to date, he 
having te give me a check for the balance of 
$74.78. I have read aloud from ‘Mark 
Twain’ several chapters. The weather has 
not become settled, some snow falling, and 
some rain, eloudy and wet all day. 


Friday, April 17. 


The snow is melting fast. Went to bank 
both forenoon and afternoon. Made out three 
inventories for taxes. My tax in Derry, Lor- 
donderry and the Adams estate in Derry, 
Mine in Derry about $32902.00 and in Lon- 
donderry $9780.00. The Adams tax basis 


about $32800.00 when I added $10000.00 for 
my Wisconsin values, it shows that I have to 
pay a tax on $64352.00 or some thing like 
eleven or twelve hundred dollars a year and 
likely to become more. Gave Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy $100.00 for her Washington trip.. 
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Saturday, April 18. 


I was at the bank, went to the station and 
helped Mrs. MacMurphy to get her baggage 
aboard, kissed her good bye and came home 
for dinner. After dinner wert to town, took 
out my Chalmers, paid the bill $51.20, came 
home in it, took my Sears over anid left it 
for repairs, then took Mrs. McGregor and 
Deane up to the farm. Deane visited her home. 
We started back, met Mrs. Hosley and Hazel, 
turned and took them home, came back and 
put my Chalmers in Adams garage. Home 
for the evening. 


Sunday, April 19. 


After breakfast went to church in my 
Chalmers, taking Deane, Leora, Rita and Miss 
Gott. I assisted in the service and Mr. Has- 
lam preached, I remained for Sunday School. 
In the afternoon I took Mrs. Chase and Deane 
up to the farm. We walked up beyond to 
get a view of the town from an elevation. 
We stopped and talked with Jennie, coming 
back went into Mr's. Chasée’s and sat a few 
minutes. Mr. Huntee and Mr. How sat at my 
door and smoked a cigar or two in the early 
evening. 
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Monday April 20. 


Shower of rain, not heavy but persistent 
all day. I was at the bank awhile. Received 
a check from Frank A. Burbank living on 
the old Jabiz Towns farm $15. for six months 
interest. on a mortgage note. This goes to 
Mrs. MacMurphy as she now holds the mort- 
gage. Received thirty dollers ($30) from Eu- 
gene Moore, grandson of Eugene L. Camp- 
bell for six months interest on another mort- 
gage. This goes to sister Jennie as she now 
holds that mortgage. Finished “Berlin and 
Sans Sauce.” : 


Tuesday, April 21. 


Katherine J. Adams has a poem on Easter, 
or rather something suggested by the return 
of-the festival. The secret that no one knows 
but herself and the one who imparted it to 
her the white stone with the new name. 
It is the very best of her printed poems. I 
must remember to tell her of my admiration. 
She certainly has genius and can produce 
good poetry. I had a card from Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy this morning. She and Mrs. Weston 
went to St. John’s Episcopal Church in 
Washington on Sunday. 
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Wednesday, April 22. 


Mr. Weston read a letter to me that he 
had received from his wife in the morning’s 
mail. She says Mrs. MacMurphy is a 
hustler. I had my car out for a short ride. 
Mrs. Shepard telephoned me to see if I would 
meet a lady at the station tomorrow and 
drive her around a little. The lady is to lec- 
ture at the Women’s Club tomorrow. Mrs. 
Newell met me and said my wife directed 
her to sell me two tickets to a D. A. R. enter- 
tainment next Monday. Of course I respond- 
ed with fifty cents to go towards the D. A. 
R. Building Fund. 


Thursday, April 23. 


Took my car over and picked up at rail- 
road station, Mrs. F. J. Shepard and Mrs. 
Hallohan and brought them to Association 
Hall in this village. I returned to town for 
meat and provisions. In the afternoon I 
drove over to No. 12 High St., and interview- 
ed Mrs. Susan Dustin Hoisington about her 
father’s family, and really obtained a lot 
of information. At tea Mr. Haslam was here 
and remained part of the evening. Later I 
wrote to the Rev. E. A. Mirick giving him 
all my Dustin notes 
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Friday, April 24. 


I read a letter of eight pages, received by 
Mr. Weston from his wife in Washington. She 
finds plenty of time to see everything in the 
city as she is not obliged to attend the daily 
meetings of the D. A. R. She spent seven 
hours in hearing debates and speeches in the 
House of Representatives in one day. The 
Hon. E. E. Reid of Manchester procured her 
card of admission to the gallery. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Mrs. Weston leave Washington 
for Tryon, N. C., this afternoon and reach 
Mrs. Payne Erskine’s about noon tomorrow. 
This has been a beautiful day. 


Saturday, April '25. 


I motored to the farm and brought Jennie 
to town, she was here for dinner. Hazel and 
Deane were here. In afternoon went back 
with Mrs. McGregor and Hazel. Dean went 
along, we continued on to the home of 
Martha Nesmith, called a moment on Mrs. 
Swett. Deane and I came back, called at 
the Rectory at the Weston, at Tuckers to 
leave a potted plant. Put up my machine. 
Leora Gilman here in the evening, finished 
reading “The Great Elector.” 
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Sunday, April 26. 


The rain caused all our plans to be 
changed. Mrs. McGregor would not come 
down to church and dinner at the Rectory. 
I could not think of having my car out in 
the mud. However I went to church, gave 
morning prayer and preached at 10:45 a. 
m. I had dinner with Mrs. Haslam and 
Cummings. Rain steady all day. Dean went 
to church and Leora. Both here this after- 
noon. Leora did not go home till seven o’- 
clock. I am reading another historic ro- 
marice, 


Monday, April 27. 


Another rainy day, and rather unpleasant 
either indoors or outside. Mr. Haslam was 
here for tea and Mr. Chase came down. 
After tea, we played the old game, three 
handed, until eleven o’clock. They have just 
put on their overshoes, overcoats and taken 
their umbrellas. The night is very dark 
and the streets very muddy. I spent most of 
day reading “Marie Antoinette and her son” 
of Muhiback. It is very fascinating, very 
much a matter of tragedy and high tension. 
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Tuesday, April 28. 


There has not been much sunshine today, 
It has become warm again, so that the over- 
coat is a burden and oppressive. I was at 
the bank both forenoon. and afternoon. 
Nothing of especial interest going on. Made 
some endorcements on two promisory notes. 
turned some fire insurance on automobile 
to obtain lower summer rates. Weston 
‘brought me home in his automobile. I did 
hot have mine out on account of the mud, 


Wednesday, April 29. 

Cloudy all day with some rain every hour 
Since early morning. Deane says the sun 
was shining at half past five for a short 
time, and she heard a queer bird in the yard 
that made a noise like a snake. I asked her 
to explain, and came to the conclusion it 
was a cat bird on the mulberry tree. I had 
a card from Mrs. MacMurphy at Tryon, N. C. 
She went to church on Sunday with Mrs, 
Erskine and Mrs. Weston, the Rector preach- 
ed on “Silver and Gold Have I None,” the 
church is new and in the mountains.

Thursday, April 30. 


‘{ telephoned to Manchester to find the 
agent of the Bonding Company and see if ‘ 
he would meet me at the bank vaults. I took 
trolley at 9:22 and went to Manchester, took 
an interest coupon from the safety box and 
returned at noon. After dinner I went to 
the bank here and made out some papers of 
transfer in Southern Pacific stock. Mailed 
them to New York by registry. Supper at 
home. Jennie wants me to go to May 
breakfast tomorrow morning, she expects 
to come here by half past seven and Dean 
and I go to breakfast with her. 


Friday, May 1. 

Deane and I went to the May breakfast of 
the Central Church, met Hazel and Mrs. 
McGregor there, a large turn out for the an- 
nual feed. I went to.Manchester on the 9:22 
trolley, visited John R. McLane, of the law 
firm of Taggart, Burroughs et al on business 
of Nutfield Savings Bank the Louis H. 
Schneider $3000.00 note. Came back at one 
o’clock, lunched at Chadwick’s restaurant, 
spent an hour at the bank, came home, sup- 
per at home, reading historic romance of 
“Andreas Hofer.” 
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Saturday, May 2. 


A fine day of sunshine. Early I took out 
my machine and went to town, visited the 
bank for an hour. In the afternoon I was 
over town again, paid some bills among them 
I paid for my new suit of clothes and 
brought them home. Mr. Weston came over 
here with his machine and spent a little 
time with me in the library. I had card from 
Mrs. MacMurphy saying she intends to come 
home from Tryon, N. C. by next week Wed- 
nesday. 

Sunday, May 3. 

Took out my Chalmers car, with Deane 
went to the farm, picked up Mrs. McGregor, 
went to church, gave holy communion and 
preached, twenty-six communed, remained 
for Sunday School, took Deane, Hazel an- 
other sister and brother home to the Hos- 
ley’s, came back to Rectory, had dinner 
there. Took Mrs. Tyson and Mrs. McGregor 
to East Derry, then took Mrs. McGregor to 
her home, picked up Deane, came home, put 
up machine, went to church at night, gave 
evening prayer and preached, had supper at 
Rectory, and walked home at ten o'clock, 
had a very busy day. 
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Monday, May 4. 


There were two bank meetings that I at- 
tended today. The first at 3 p. m. was of the 
trustees of Nutfield Savings. The second at 
4 p. m. was of the directors of the First Na- 
tional Bank. The latter continued till near- 
ly six o’clock. The attendance at the dir- 
ector’s meeting has been encouraged by giv- 


ing a silver dollar to each director present. 
It is a small matter but seems capable of 
causing many witty remarks and laughs. 


Tuesday, May 5. 


Today the sun was clouded in and much of 
the time rain was falling. I write letters in 
the forenoon and finished reading ‘Andreas 
Hofer and his times,’ by Muhlback. In the 
afternoon I wrote more letters, among the 
letters were checks in payment of telephone 
service here and at the Adams farm. I sent 
check to Wilton Mission on small call. 
Deane had postal from Mrs. MacMurphy say- 
ing she expects to be home tomorrow, prob- 
ably on the 4:20 afternoon train. 
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Wednesday, May 6. 


The sunshine of today has dried up the 
muddy streets of yesterday, and I had my 
ear out several hours. Mrs. MacMurphy 
stopped at Greenwood to see Etta Tingley, 
intending to come through later, but found 
it was not possible to take another train 
today. Etta telephoned to me to expect the 
wife on the ten o’clock train tomorrow morn- 
ing. Mrs. Chase called to tell me she had 
heard from Mrs. Weston, who is already 


back from Tryon, N. C. This news too I 


had heard at the bank this afternoon. 


Thursday, May 7. 


Went to station in automobile, met Mrs. 
MacMurphy from the ten o’clock passenger 
train, brought her home. In the afternoon 
had an experience taking Josie Adams 
home, I met a two horse team with big load 
of wood, both of us tried to turn out, I got 
in the mud so deep that my front axle rested 
in mud and could not go forward or backs 
ward. Taking the two horses from the wood 
load, we hitched them to my car and pulled 
it through. This was my first experience 
getting stuck in the mud.

Friday, May §&. 


This has been a dull, cloudy day. I have 
only been as far as to the post office and to 
the store. Most of the day have spent read- 
ing “Mohamed Ali and His House,” by Lou- 
ise Muhlback. I find it very fascinating and 
with little delay the reader desires to con- 
tinue to the end. Mrs. MacMurphy went to 
three of our tenants and collected twenty- 
two dollars in rent money. The bill for 
Shingling and water gutters to my 1131 
Villa St., house in Racine, Wis., is $168.50 
that is a pretty big draft on me in addition 
to tax and insurance. 


Saturday, May 9. 


About four o’clock I started from here with 
Mrs. MacMurphy in my automobile, we 
moved rapidly along through Londonderry, 
Hudson, Nashua, Merrimack, Milford and 
‘Wilton to Major D. E. Proctor’s store; then 
‘we turned in, put the machine in his barn 
and entered the house, met Mrs. Proctor and 
Mrs. Stevens. We had been less than two 
hours going to Wilton. We had supper with 
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the Major and family, he spent the evening 
telling us stories of the great civil war till 
we went off to bed in the middle chamber. 


“Sunday, May 10. 


We had breakfast with the Proctors, then, 
we went to church where I gave holy com- 
munion and preached, then we motored 
down to Milford where I again gave holy 
communion and preached at 10:45 a. m. 
Then we went to the Gilsons and had dinner. 
Dr. Proctor, the family physician was there 
and had dinner with us and there were Mrs. 
McGrath and the three children. Mrs. Gil- 
son was served alone. We came away at 
three and were home soon after five. We 
had to change a tire. 


Monday, May l11. 


Spent several hours mowing my yard with 
a machine. Mrs. MacMurphy set out the 
pansies we brought from Wilton. Mr. Has- 
lam came for supper and later Mr. Chase 
came down and we played until nearly half 
past eleven. The spring seems to have ar- 
rived with green leaves, showing on the 
trees. Our big maple as usual ahead of the 
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others, but the willows - are foremost. in 
showing pretty green leaves up and down the 
banks of beaver brook, the willows are in 
blossom, 


Tuesday, May 12. 


Light fall of rain all day, grass growing 
rapidly, and leaves coming out. I gave time 
to change tires to my automobile, so that I 
ean drive out on opportunity. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy has gone to the church guild this 
evening at Mrs. S. H. Bell’s house. She can 
ride by trolley both going and coming. 
Jennie telephoned a long time in the morn- 
ing. At supper time Hazel telephoned with 
Deane. John C. Chase telephoned. me that 
he had mailed some letters to me for use at 
the bank tomorrow with John R. McLane. 


Wednesday, May 13. 


Cloudy all day with some light showers 
and frequent mists. I went to the bank to 
meet John R. McLane and talk over some 
bank business with Mr. Young and Mr. Mack 
concerning a certain $3000.00 note made by 
Louis H. Schnieder and wife. Wallace P. 
Mack worked in Schnieder’s office on 
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Beacon St., Boston 15 months and could tell 
much about the makers of the note. Re-— 
ceived by mail certificates for six shares — 
Southern Pacific Company Stock. I read 
aloud several chapters of Mark Twain to 
Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane. I think Albert 
Bigelow Paine is a splendid biographer. 





Thursday, May 14. 


Cloudy but comfortable day. Spent consid- 
erable time over town both forenoon and 
afternoon. Called on the Davises for interest, 
paid some interest and made deposit, collect- 
ed payment of Peter Brunnelle for William — 
F. Madden mortgage. Conversed with L. M. 
Packer about his stock, pledged to savings 
bank, when it ought to be free, as he is a 
director in the National bank. Read aloud 
some of Mark Twain. Read in Derry Enter- 
prise my article on Lieut. Daniel MacMur- 
phy of the Revolutionary War. 


Friday, May 15. 


Fair weather and comfortable. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy working in the garden, a boy spad- 
ing up the soil. Deane and Leora after 
school gathered in the woods some mush- 
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rooms, and Mrs. MacMurphy cooked them 
for supper. They were good and gave one 
an impression of eating some kind of meat. 
We went to town in the auto, but had a flat 
tire when we came back. I changed tires 
again and put in another inner tube, that 
seems to be tight. Miss Stiles and Mrs. 
Goodrich called this evening. I read aloud 
from Paine’s “Mark Twain.” 


Saturday, May 16. 


Had the car out all day, found the tires in 
very good condition, went to bank and mar- 
ket in. forenoon, sent $4000.00 in Railroad 
notes to a broker in Boston to be exchanged 
for more one year 5 per cent notes of the 
New York, New ‘Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road notes for the Nutfield Savings Bank. I 
used the registered U. S. mail. In afternoon 
we went to the farm, later to East Derry, to 
call on Mrs. Saure and then Miss Emery, 
saw the battens up for new house of Charles 
S. Emerson. 


Sunday, May 17. 


. Beautiful day. Took wife and Deane to 
church in my Chalmers car for the 10:45 a. 
m. service, assisted in the service, remained 
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for Sunday School, Dearre’s sister Hazel atid 
the other two were there, they walked to 
‘their home. We came home for dinner. 
Deane came at six arid we again wert to the 
evening service and were at the Rectory for 
supper with Rev. atid Mrs. Haslam and 
Cummings, Haslam, Deane ate with Ilene 
in the kitchen. We ther came home and ¥ 
ran the anto into the Adams garage. 
Monday, May 18. 

Another fine day, I must have drivent 
many miles today, took Mrs. MacMurphy te 
the Rectory and over town, took Mr. and 
Mrs. Haslam to the farm, took Mr. Haslant 
to East Derry, called on the Brasiers, Emery, 
Shepard, Spratt, went to town for Mrs. Has~ 
Iam and after an evening and supper, took 
them to the Rectory. Mr. C. B. Chase here, 
Charles Bartlett and sister Jennie and Miss 
Gertrude Whipple, two sets to play bid 
whist. I am just home at eleven having put 
the automobile in the Adams garage:

Wedrtiesday, May 20. 


Another beautiful simmer? day. I worked 
On the lawhi most of thé day, cutting the 
grass. Arthui Lyfich was here digging 
among the shrubs, atid clearitig away the 
Witch grass roots. I told Ben. Adams to 
bring me 4 marathon tire and two tiew inner 
tubes 34x4, lie said perhaps they would be 
here tomorrow. Mrs. MacMurpliy attended a 
meeting of “teachers atid pai‘étits” this after- 
tioon. There was a hall fll of interested 
people, and shé Was électéd delégate to a 
fiear méetifig int Laconia. 

Thursday, May 21. 
Took the 9:'22 trolley for the city of Man- 


chester, went to the Amoskeag Savings 
Batik, with ordets of the four lieirs of the 
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late James Rogers, drew out all the money 
due on a book that belonged to a sister who 
died thirty years ago. I also drew out all 
of James Rogers money, afid had a draft of 
$890.00, brought it to our bank in Derry and 
deposited it. Then I paid funeral expenses, 
$110.98 and came home. Finished cutting the 
grass on my lawn. Arthur Lynch worked 
in the garden today. The witch grass grows 
fast and is a @reat nuisatice. 


Friday, May 22. 


The forenoon was spent at the bank. I 
received a letter from Racine, stating that 
a site is wanted for a new court house, and 
the committee want me to put a price on my 
place. 920 Park Ave. This may be an op- 
portunity that should not be passéd by. I 
have not known as favorable chance to sell. 
At night wae attended the play at East Derry, 
“Romantic Mary,’ Mrs. MacMurphy, Deane 
and myself, the attendance was large, and 
performance very good. We are home at 
half past ten o’clock. 


Saturday, May 23. 


A fine day has passed. I paid Arthur M, 
Lynch for 80 houts work in the garden at 
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the rate of 15 cents an hour, and 20 cents 
more for some pounds of rhubarb. Ben. 
Adams brought me a new Marathon automo- 
bile tire and two new inner tubes and help- 
ed me to put them in place. Deane went 
home today for a visit over night. I expect 
to see her at church tomorrow. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and I visited Mr. and Mrs. J. H. 
Goodrich and Miss Lucy Stiles tonight. Offer- 
ed my 920 Park Ave. house in Racine, Wis., 
to the County as site for Court house for 
$8500.00, 


Sunday, May 24. 


Motored to church with Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Deane. I read morning prayer and 
preached at 10:45 a. m., we remained to Sun- 
day school, good attendance at church and 
Sunday school and a full vested choir of 
twelve. We came home. Deane and Hazel, 


Helene and Jackie were at church and Sun- 
day school. They went home. At six Deane 
came back. Then I took Deane to the ev- 
ening service where I gave evening prayer 
and preached at 6:30 p. m. Then I had sup- 
per at the Rectory and we came home. 
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Monday, May 25. 


Signed my name as vice president forty 
times and cut apart five humdred dollars 
worth of new bank currency in denomina- 
tions of tens and twerrties. In afternoon took 
my car for Mr. Haslam to make calls on the 
Todds, the Lynches, the Sennas and Gilmans. 
Also took Jennie both ways. She was here for 
dinner. I took Mrs. MacMurphy over town 
twice and back. Mr. Haslam was here for 
tea and Mr. Chase came down to play cards 
all the evening till eleven o’clock. This even- 
ing seems very hot in the house. 


Tuesday, May 26. 


Drove my car around to collect rents with 
Mrs. MacMurphy, called at the bank, met a 
Mr. Hazard from Portsmouth looking for @ 
historian to write up the town for a new 
county book. At half past six went to the 
Rectory, Deane went to Mrs. Chase’s for the 
night, we had tea and afterwards played till 
eleven o’clock, lighted my lamps and drove 
back, took machine to garage and now at 
home. Today has ‘been very warm, near 
90 degrees, much of the time and above sev~ 
eral hours. 
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Wedtiesday, May 27. 


Temperature above 90 degrees and cotitin- 
tious with cases of sunstroke in the cities. 
I motored to town to bank, and store, brought 
home meat, left machine in front of house 
all day. I mowed my lawn fearly around. 
After supper Mrs. Saute was here atid Mrs. 
MacMurphy asked her to remain atid I would 
take her home in my automobile which stood 
at the door. So four of us took a ride going 
cleat around Beaver potid. We spent some 
minutes looking through Mrs. Saur‘e’s flowei* 
garden, theti we drove back. 


Thursday, May 28. 


Mrs. MacMurphy and I motored to town 
with may erratids. We were back for 
dinner. At three we started again, picked 
up Mr. Haslam arid Miss Sylvia Clark, went 
by the porid, Wentworth lodge to Adams 
farm, visited Mrs. Katherine J. Adams and 
her son’s wife, I also talked with the cook. 
We had refreshments of cookies and grape 
juice. We continued to the Saure’s home, 
visited their beautiful garden that Mr. Has- 
lam might admire the treat, we took Mr. 
Haslam hiome and had tea with the family. 
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Friday, May 29. 

The Weather has become colder aiid my 
thin suit exchanged for the regular summer 
and winter outfit. It is a singular fact that 
within a raiige of some fifty degrees I wear 
the same ¢clothing and only add the overcdag 
for winter outdoors, and for a few days in 
summer get into a very thin suit. Miss How, 
Deane, wife and I rode over town in the 
afternoon in my cai. I leave the machine 
before the hotise all day when not running 
on the road. Miss Stiles and Mis. Goodrich’ 
were heie calling this evening. 


Saturday, May 30. 


Memorial day, and mostly fair with light 
showers. Took my car out, Deane, Mrs. 
MacMurphy and I called on a tenant, went to 
farm and picked up Mrs. McGregor, then 
drove to Bast Derry. visited the cemetery, 
Grand Army and Sons of Veterans with a 
band paraded, speeches at soldier’s monu- 
ment, we picked wp Mrs. Martha Taylor for 
a ride, then went around the pond, back to 
town, up ‘to Martha Nesmiths, called on her 
and Miss Carrie McGregor and Irving Coburn, 
called on the Hosleys, came back, leaving 
Mrs. McGregor at her house. 
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Sunday, May 31. 


Splendid day. I took out my car and Mrs, 
MacMurphy, Deane and I went to church, 
I read morning prayer for the service of 
Whitsunday and preached at 10:45, remain- 
ed for Sanday schoel, four of the Hosley 
children were there, about thirty in school. 
We came home for dinner, but Deane went 
to her home. At six o’clock she came back. 
I went on foot to evening services, read ev- 
ening prayer, had no sermon, remained to 
take supper at the Rectory with Rev. and 
Mrs. Haslam and their sons Cummings and 
Brent. 


Monday, June 1. 


A beautiful day, a goed part spent at the 
‘bank, some deposits occupied the morning. 
Met John R. McLane at 2 p. m., brought him 
here in automobile for a ride. ‘Then took 
him to Trustees monthly bank meeting where 
he reported on a certain commission. He will 
de asked to make suit for the savings bank. 
After the meeting of trustees which I record- 

ed, we had a meeting of directors in the 
First National Bank, a very pleasant and 
Satisfactory affair. 
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Tuesday, June 2. 


This has been a beautiful and cool day. 
Was at the bank and wrote to Mr. McLane 
about the business of a law suit to collect 
the Schnieder note. Mrs. MacMurphy and I 
went again to town in the afternoon. She call- 
ed on Mrs. James A. Pollard while I sat in 
the automobile. I paid Ben. Adams for a 
Marathon tire and two inner tubes. Miss 
Stiles was here after supper for conversa- 
‘tion. Deane watered the garden with the 
hose and sill cock. Arthur Lynch worked — 
in the garden most of the day forenoon and 
afternoon. 


Wednesday, June 3. 


The town sprayers were on this street to- 
day, and I received their services for four of 
my large shade trees. They climb the trees 
with extension ladder and spray with gaso- 
line engine and hose. Ben. Adams was here 
with his sprayer and gave me the benefit of 
his treatment for small trees. He has gaso- 
line engine. At night Mr. and Mrs. Little 
and Miss Cora Batchelder called. Rev. Has- 
‘lam was here and read some chapters of his 
manuscript, that he proposes to have pub- 
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lished. Arthur Lynch was here working in 
the yard, raking the lawn, planting some 
beans, cutting grass. 


Thursday, June 4. 


The day began with gentle fall of rain, 
which continued with little change all day. 
Mrs. MacMurphy went over town on busin- 
ess in the forenoon. I merely went up street 
to store and post office. But about 8 p. m.a 
telephone call took me to the Council of Mt. 
Nebo, where I acted as chaplain to work 
‘Select Masters degree on four candidates: 
Wm. H. Ranney, Samuel Campbell, William 
Nevins and Walter McGregor. It did not re- 
quire two hours to put all four candidates 
through their initiation for I am home at ten 
o’clock. 


Friday, June 5. 


The day has been clear and cool. We went 
‘about in the car, visiting bank, stores, depot, 
greenhouse and back for dinner. About five 
in the afternoon took a trunk to the station 
and had it checked for Chicago. This is pre- © 
paratory to (Mrs. MacMurphy’s trip west to 
begin tomorrow morning. There is to be a 
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convention of women in Chicago and all the 
clubs of the states are to be _ represented 
there. Mrs. MacMurphy will be a delegate 
from the state federation of New Hampshire, 





Saturday, June 6. 


Up at seven, went to garage for auto, 
came back for breakfast. Mrs. MacMurphy 
had dressed for her western trip. I took her 
to the station. Miss Stiles arrived. Both took 
the 8:29 train for Boston. I next went for 
Mrs. McGregor and brought her to town. I. 
spent all the remainder of the forenoon at the 
bank. Then I took Jennie home and came 
down for dinner with Deane.. Took Deane and 
Vera to Girl’s Club or guild. Spent some 
time reading Rudyard Kipling’s “American 
Notes,” and “My Own People.” 


Sunday, June 7. 


Motored to town taking Miss Stiles, Mrs. 
Newell and Deane. We attended church, If 
assisted at communion. We remained for 
Sunday school. After that I took Deane and 
Hazel and Mrs. Chase and drove around the 
Square, leaving Deane and Hazel at home. 
I left Mrs. Chase at her home, came home 
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myself and had dinner alone. Mrs. Haslam 
and son Greville called and I took them to 
the Rectory. Deane walked back at dusk. 
Pliny Campbell talled for a few minutes. 


Monday, June 8&8. 


Pushed lawn mower over about two-thirds 
of my yard. Spent an hour at the bank, had 
automobile in trips to town, rectory, bank 
and store and took Mr. Haslam home at 
eleven o’clock. After he and Mrs. Chase had 
played five hundred with me. Mr. Haslam 
was here for tea. I brought him over. Deane 
provided the tea and refreshments in due 
time. Mr. Chase was in a cheerful mood. 
There was a Mr. Pinet here who wanted a 
minister to marry him to a Miss Holden. I 
sent him to Rev. F. I. Kelley. 


Tuesday, June 9. 


A rather cold day, sunshine and dry at- 
mosphere. Spent some time at the bank. I 
was at the farm twice, first to bring Mrs. 
McGregor to town, second to carry her 
home. Mr. Eddy of Nashua was here with 
’€halmers Six and took us riding, with six in 
ear we climbed the hill at Jenny Dickey 
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brook. Charles B. Chase had a treat trip, 
Charles Bartlett, Prof. Miriam and others. 
At night with complementary tickets, took 
Deane to piano recital of pupils of Miss Mc- 
Question at I. O. O. F. Hall, West Derry. 


Wednesday, June 10. 


The morning spent at the bank. In the 
afternoon, I took Rev. and Mrs. Haslam and 
Miss Hubbard the former district nurse on 
a drive, we called on Mrs. McGregor and 
Emily S. Hall, going beyond, called on Mrs. 
Hosley, continuing we called on Mrs. Stev- 
enson at the Palmer farm, thence around the 
pond, through East Derry to the Low’s on the 
Turnpike, called there, called on Mr. Marsh 
at the Klein farm, son of Walter Hiram 
Marsh, called on Mr. Senna. At night took 
supper with the Haslams and played bridge 
till eleven o’clock. Deane was there too. 


Thursday, June ii. 


A very lovely day but warm, I went to the 
farm, picked up Emily S. Hall and Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor took them to town, where they select- 
ed a graphaphone and rolls or records, then 
I brought them home. We had dinner and 
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spent the afternoon, callers, Miss Whipple, 
Miss How, Miss Clark, Miss Rogers, I took 
Emily and Jennie back with Deane, we had 
Supper at the farm. Came back to Rectory, 
picked up Rev. and Mrs. Haslam and Miss 
Hubbard, brought them over, we then played 
bridge till eleven o’clock, had refreshments, 
and I took them home. 


Friday, June 12. 


A very lovely day, but uncomfortably 
warm. There is not much to be written of 
this day’s record. I was not away from the 
house. I read Rudyard Kipling “The Gads- 
bys,” and found pleasure in the picture of 
East India Life, not that I would care to 
know any of the characters, but merely to 
read of them in a story. I put the hose on 
and watered the flower garden. Deane pre- 
pared the meals, between supper and dark 
her sister Hazel came to be here over night, 
and help in sweeping and dusting the house 
tomorrow. 


Saturday, June 13. 


Deane and Hazel remained at home here. 
In the afternoon I took Mr. and Mrs. Chase, 
Mrs. McGregor and Miss Emily S. Hall and 
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went to Nashua, had two tire punctures on 
the way, lost an hour at each delay, spent 
two more hours in Nashua at Pollard’s gar- 
age trying to repair my air-starter but failed. 
The four others came back by trolley but I 
motored on to the Proctors at Wilton, had 
supper with the Major and Mrs. Proctor and 
Mrs. Stevens and lodged there, 


Sunday, June 14, 


Had breakfast with the Proctors, went to 
church, gave holy communion and preached 
at 9 a. m., motored down to Milford, gave 
holy communion and preached at 10:45, 
went to Rev. Gilson’s for dinner with Mrs. 
Gilson and family, Mrs. Grath, three children 
and Dr. Proctor. After dinner took the fam- 
ily driving as far as Wilton and back. At 
5:38 met Rev. Haslam at the depot. We 
motored through Amherst and home. I had 
supper at the Rectory and arrived. 


Monday, June 15. 


Went to John C. Davis Jr., for interest in 
the morning and to the bank. Met at the bank 
in the afternoon John C. Chase, A. L. Proctor, 
._ and Mr. Weston, added the other trustees to 
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a vote to sue on a note. In the evening went 
to Mr. and Mrs. C. B. Chase for supper with 
Rev. and Mrs. Haslam, Deane also was at 
Supper there. Four of our number played 
bridge till eleven o’clock, had refreshments 
of cake, ice cream and ginger ale. Deane and 
I are home at half past eleven. 


Tuesday, June 16. 


This morning I sent a letter to McLane, 
directing him to proceed against: R. W. 
Pillsbury to recover on the Schneider note, 
in which I was backed by the nine other 
trustees of the bank. I motored to town later 
in the day and collected nine dollars rent 
of F. W. Smith in No. 2 Manning St. I com- 
plimented the tenants on the neat and tidy 
appearance of their rooms. The rain of the 
morning left the gardens much refreshed 
and the grass crop quite assured. It is even 
cold tonight. 


Wednesday, June ii. 


Went to the garage and helped C. B. Chase 
make a plece for his new Chalmers Six, by 
moving Ben. Adams’ old machine into Rev. 
Lucien Adams’ barn. In the afternoon took 
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Deane, Mrs. Merrinam, lier little girl and Mrs. 
Merrinam’s sister Dorothy riding to town, 
over High St., ap to the farm, called on Mrs. 
McGregor, back by Higt St., and town and se 
home. The party enjoyed the ride in my 
car. Eddy had several blow outs on the road 
with the new “Six” he was. bringing My- 
Chase, an unlucky day for tires and tubes. 


Thursday, June I[8- 
Went to the farm and brought Jennie to 


town, visited the bank and store, brought 


provisions for dinner, took Mrs. Goodrich and 
Mrs. Rowe, Deate and Leora to the other 
farm, lIeft Deane and Leora at the Hosiley’s 
went on round tire square and back, Teft Mrs. 
Rowe and Mrs. Goodrich at Mrs. C. B. Chase’s: 
frouse. Again went to town, had two tires 
filled up for trip and may drive to Peterboro 
on Saturday. Wrote letter to Mrs. MacMur- 
phy at Oak Park, Illinois. She says Mabef 
and the two children will start for the east on 
June 26tly. 
Friday, June T9. 
Mr. Eddy came over ina car. He then put 


his car in my garage and took out the 
Chalmers Six and in itt Mm and Mrs: Chase 
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and wert on a trip to Concord to teach Mr. 
Chase how to manage the machine. In the 
afternoon I rati my Gar to the Academy, 
taking Deane to the Commerticement exercis- 
es. Rev. Thomes Chalmers, pastor of the 
Hanover Street Church of Manchester deliv- 
ered the address. The Ladies Gleé Club of 
Boston sang. Three girls read essays and 
diplomas were giveti to 47. 


Saturday, Jutie 20; 


Took Deane to farm, picked up Jennie, 
went to Nashtia, collected $530.00 on J. H. 
Tolles Co., tote for the Jamés Rogers Estate, 
called on John McGregor, his sister her hus- 
band afid datighter, visited the stoitie house 
built by Cliarles McGregor, called on Mrs. 
Foster, got our dirtier at Bailey’s Cafe, went 
on to Ambierst afid Milford, stopped and 
Spoke with Rev. Roy Railpli Gilsori, went on 
to Milford, spoke with Mrs. Proctor, Frank, 
his daugiiter atid soti, continued to, Peterboro 
and lodged at the Parish House, put auto- 
mobile in keeping at the Tucket stables. 


Sunday, June 21. 
Supper, lodgifig and breakfast, gave morn- 
ing prayer and sermon at All Saints Missioii. 
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About fifty at service. Had lunch, starte 
back at two o’clock, gathered Mountain 
laurels on the road, came to Wilton, visit 
Mrs. Frank Proctor, daughter and son an 
Mrs. Mary Stevens, came on through Milfor 
and Amherst, South Merrimack and Nashua, 
Saw grave of Charles McGregor’s first wife, 
reached home after lunching at the rectory 
and going to the farm with Jennie, gave Mrs, 
Huntee a drive. 


Monday, June 22. 


Over town in the morning, took my 
“Sears” from the gerage, paid J. W. Dins- 
moor $16.80. The motor is-painted and varn- 
ished and runs well. At night went with 
it to the rectory. Mr. and-Mrs. C. B. Chase 
along. We had supper with the Haslams and 
played bridge till eleven o’clock, then came 
home. I ran the machine into the barn, 
Deane had gone with Leora and Mr. Gilman 
walked back with her. I smoked a couple 
of cigars with him and talked till past 
twelve, he has just gone home. 





Tuesday, June 23. 


Used my Seers today for convenience, 
Went to bank and market, store and bakery, 
‘ 
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home for dinner. Took Vera Todd = and 
Deane Hosley up to the farm in machine. 
Mrs. McGregor entertained me with selec- 
tions upon her graphaphone. After tea, I 
put on more hose and watered my garden. 
Deane finished the job. I copied Emily S. 
Hall’s family letter, dates, etc., into my book 
of family records, eight pages with many 
abreviations. 


Wednesday, June 24. 


Warm day. I put on a thin suit of cloth- 
ing. Attended to business running about 
with my Sears. Had a letter from Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy containing account of her visit with 
Jerome, Mabel and the two grandchildren. 
She enclosed a photograph of Miriam also 
of Lawrence, both very cunning and sweet. 
At night Mary C. Rogers came unexpectedly 
and said her sister had turned her out of 
the house, and she was looking for a room 
and board. She may remain here over 
night. 


Thursday, June 25. 


Another warm day, we had breakfast, and 
Mary C. Rogers went over town to work up 
her case in court, nothing was done. I was 
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at the bank for an hour. I had a Ietter fron? 
Mrs. MacMurpliy end with it two photos of 
the grandchildren, Miriam and Lawrence. At 
night Miss Rogers came back, arid has re- 
lated some of her experiences. It seems 
Grace.met her at L. H. Pillsbury’s store, but 
nothing really came of the meeting. Scam- 
mom of Exeter was here todey with them, he 
was here yesterday and at the Rogers farm 
but could mot enter. 


Friday, June 26. 

Took my Chalmers out with Miss Rogers 
and Deane, went to town, to the Haslams to 
Mrs. McGregors. In the afternoon Mr. 
Chase took out his Chalmers, Miss Rogers 
and I went with him. We called on Mrs. 
Adams, went on to the Rogers farm, called 
on Grace, Anna and Arthur Rogers about 
the settlement of their father’s estate. I 
found three against one im the discussion of 
the deed of the farm to Anna. They want 
Anna to give up the deed’ and take her share 
with the others. 


Saturday, June 27. 
Much of the day spent in riding about. 


my Chalmers used in the forenoon, we called 
on the Whitney’s, Mrs. J. Si Manning and! 
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Mrs. George Manning. Went to the bank 
and to stores, had a little magnito trouble. 
Mr. and Mrs. Chase took us in the afternoon 
in his six, we passed the Adams farm, came 
back through Kast Derry, we went to West 
Derry, called to get provisions for Sunday, 
we passed into Londonderry, the Mammoth 
road, churches and home, and I was also at 
Mrs. McGregor’s with Miss Rogers and 
Deane. 


Sunday, June 28. 


Went to church for the 10:45 service with 
Deane and Miss Rogers, I gave morning 
prayer and preached. Mrs. Chase was there 
to take Mrs. MacMurphy’s class in Sunday 
school, I took Mr. Haslam’s class, opened 
and closed Sunday school. It began to rain 
during the service and continued the re- 
mainder of the day, a gentle soaking rain. 
Announcemetit was made that tio service 
would be held in the evening. The afternoon 
and evening was spent indoors, talking and 
reading. 


Monday, Jtine 29. 


Cloudy day and muddy. I walked over 
town, spent an hour in the bank, came back 
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with meat, bread, corn and apricot pie. Miss 
Rogers still here. Mr. Haslam came for tea. 
Mrs. Chase came in after tea and we played 
three hand five hundred. Mr. Haslam and 
Mr. Chese have just gofie home at half past 
eleven. I sent a check for $32.85 to J. B. 
McCrillis of Manchester for a Marathon tire 
find inner tube for my Chalmers thirty. 


Tuesday, June 30. 


In my Sears I took Mary Rogers to the 
depot, she went down to Lawrence for her 
trunk, and was then to go to Manchester to 
visit Hattie Hall, a friend of Emily S. Hall. 
I spent some time at bank, home for dinner 
with Deane. In afternoon went ‘to bank 
with L. M. Packer and we counted the cash 
on hand, the legal tender, gold notes, gold 
silver, nickles and pennies. We found the 
total to be the same as reported on the ledger 
of the cashier. Home for tea at six o’clock. 
Read Rudyard Kipling’s “Black and White,” 
in the evening and wrote a little. 


Wednesday, July 1. 


Ren about in my Sears, Carl Hillman in 
an automobile with his mother, sister 
Blanche and Florence Marsh, came into my 
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yard, made a brief call. They recalled the 
time when I had five student lodgers here 
from Pelham. After dinner I took Deane up 
to her home, came back around the square, 
bought some provisions at store. The ev- 
ening is quite cool and the library is not 
' very comfortable, a little fire in the house 
would make it more cheerful. i think it is 
unseasonable weather. 





Thursday, July 2. 


Wet morning. After breakfast I put on 
rubbers and rain coat, walked te station, 
took trolley about 10:15 for Manchester, had 
telephoned ahead for A. S. Bunton to go with 
me to a bank vault. Took out ‘July coupons, 
put interest on bank book, making total 
$6781.91 at Manchester Savings Bank. Came 
home, after getting a cup of coffee, ham 
sandwich and piece of squash pie at Chad- 
wick’s cafe. Rather cold in the house, grass 
and foliage looking thick and splendid color. 
Roses of many kinds and color. 


Friday, July 3. 
My Sears is in fine shape, looks new after 


the painting, sounds good in running, and 
takes two or three at a good clip. I was over 
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town with it in the morning. At the bank 
for an hour. At night ajttended fireworks 
display at the Rectory, taking Deane and 
Leora, refreshments were served and the

I am home again at ten o’clock. 


Saturday, July 4. 


We did not go to bed until half past twelve, 
we heard the church bells ring for half an 
hour. This morning there were several ash 
heaps in the village showing where bon fires 
burned in the night. In the afternoon I took 
the ‘Sears’ ’out, took Deane up to the farm, 
she visited her folks two hours, came back 
and we heard Mrs. McGregor on the grapho- 
phone a dozen records, then we had tea with 
her and came home. C. B. Chase and Charles 
Huntee visited me for an hour sitting on the 
veranda and watching the fireworks. 


Sunday, July 5. 


In. my Chalmers-thirty took Deane to 
church, where I gave holy communion and 
preached at 10:45, remained for Sunday 
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school and brought Deane and Mrs. Chase 
home. Deane and I had dinner with Mr. 
and Mrs. Chase. About half past two Mr. 
Chase took out his Chalmers-Six, took Mrs.’ 
Chase, Deane and me and went to Pelham. 
We spoke with Misses Susan and Caddie 
Smith, went on to Lowell, thence to Nashua, 
stopped at the stone house built by Charles 
McGregor, came home, had supper. In 
Sears went for evening service, lights off 
came home. 


Monday, July 6. 


Worked nearly three hours weeding and 
digging in my vegetable garden this fore- 
noon. After dinner took Deane in my Sears 
to the farm, found Myron Richardson mow- 
ing, made deal with him to cut my old Mac- 
Murphy grass in the east field and put it 
in my new barn. At three attended two bank 
meetings, they were continued until after six 
o'clock. The attendance was good and meet- 
ing enthusiastic for conducting a thrifty up- 
to-date business. 


Tuesday, July 7. 


Ram over to the bank in my Sears, light 
rain, some mud, cloudy. In afternoon. took 
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street car to Adams farm, gave Mrs. Adams 
her months allowance of tweny-five dollars, 
saw Ben. and Josie and Anna, talked about 
shingling the house. The Derry Enterprise 
of today has a little poem of Mrs, Adams on 
the rosé bush, four very pretty verses and 
very touching to be read by people who have 
seen the same bushes blossom for three gen- 
erations in the same garden, 


Wednesday, July 8. 


I collected the three other examiners of 
in two banks and we began the work at 
ten o’clock, going through the securities of 
Nutfield Savings Bank and the First Nation- 
al Bank in about two hours. In the after- 
noon Mrs. ©. B. Chase had a picnic at the 
Beaver pond pavilion, taking her music 
pupils, Deane along with the rest. Mrs. 
Whitney here in the evening to complein of 
the tenants over her. I had a talk with the 
tenants who complain as badly of the Whit- 
neys. 


Thursday, July 9. 


Very warm in the forenoon, had the elec- 
tric fan going at the bank, signed my name 
forty-eight times on new bank currency in 
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papers, and twice on the annual reports for 
the 30th of June. In the evening we had 
supper at rectory with Mr. and Mrs. L. M. 
Packer. Rev. and Mrs. Haslam and two 
sons Cummings and Montford. Deane and 
Ilene had supper by themselves. We played 
whist till nearly eleven. I am writing this 
diary at five minutes past. The Sears 
brought us home in five minutes. 


Friday, July 10. 


John McLane came to the bank about ten 
o'clock. I telephoned to the trustees and 
suceeded. in gathering eight of the eleven 
and held a special- meeting for consultation 
with McLane. I took Deane to the farm, and 
brought Mrs. McGregor down to the banks 
and stores. We got our July dividend on 
fifteen shares each, $45.00 dollars for each. 
The two bank reports were printed in the 
Derry News and appeared tonight. 


Saturday, July 11. 


At the bank in the morning. Jennie tele- 
phoned there for me and Deane to come up 
to the farm for dinner. She had something 
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good to be eaten. I took Deane up to the 
farm. We had the dinner. Deane went be- 
yond and visited her home people till three 
o'clock. I watched the men and women at 
haying, three men, two women and “(four 
horses. Jennie had pictures and letter from 
her husband, came in the afternoon mail, we 


saw the photographs and heard her read | 
some of the letter. We returned to this house 
about four o’clock for tea. 


Sunday, July 12. 


In the morning I took Deane to church, 
gave morning service and preached at 10:45 
a. m., we came home and had dinner, at 2 
p. m. went with Mr. and Mrs. Chase in his 
Chalmers Six driving to the Mammoth road 
and to Manchester, up Elm St., around by 
the Stark Park, back to McGregor bridge, 
crossed and took State road to Nashua, then 
back by Londonderry and home. About 
eleven o’clock, after I had gone to bed the 


telephone rang. end I came down to hear 
from Mrs. MacMurphy. 
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: Monday, July 13. 


Mrs. MacMurphy was with Ed. Adams at 
Brookline. This morning I met her at the 
ten o’clock train, took her in my Sears. In 
the afternoon I took my Chalmers thirty and 
met Jerome and his wife and their two chil- 
dren at 4:20 p.'m. brought them here for 
visit. Leter my Sears brought their trunk. 
Little Miriam sleeps at the Chases. She plays 
a number of pieces on the piano very finely. 
She has been taking music lessons six 
months. They are very lovely children. 


Tuesday, July 14. 


Jerome tackled the lawn mower and gave 
the yard a pretty good shave, and I trimmed 
the edges with a sickle. Rode about town in 
Sears with Jerome, bought provisions from 
several stores. In the afternoon attended 
dress rehearsal of Mrs. C. B. Chase’s pag- 
eant. Then took out my Chalmers and visit- 
ed some of the tenants with Deane and Mrs. 
MacMurphy. Mr. Chase took out his Six 
and with Mrs. Chase, Jerome, Mabel and the 
two kids took a run into Londonderry mak- 
ing a circuit of the two meeting houses and 
so home. 
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In the forenoon took Jerome, his wife and 
children to the farm, called on Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor. She gave us music, we went on to 


the older ferm, saw some hay put in the new 


barn. We went on around and home. In 
afternoon took Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane 
and the others, seven of us went to Adams 


farm, visited Mrs. Adams, Ben. and Josie, 


saw several others there, the grandchildren 


had a} fine time. We came home for tea at 


six o’clock. Mrs. Saure called to return a 
book that had been loaned to her. Jerome 
and Mabel at Beaver pond tonight. 


Thursday, July 186. 


In the afternoon seven of us went in my 
Chalmers-thirty to Pine Island Park and at- 
tended our annual picnic. The Sunday 
school and parents were represented in good 
attendance. The prizes were numerous for 
races, ete. We afterwards went to Man- 
chester and called on Amanda at the Mason- 
ic Home. Left. there after six o’clock for 
home, reached home long’ before dark, 
watered the garden and spent a warm even- 
ing around the doors. 
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Friday, July 17. 


A very warm day. Miriam came down 
early from aunt Russell’s house, and was 
with us all day excepting a rehearsal of the 
afternoon. Mabel and the two children went 
to town with me in the morning in my Sears. 
Jerome and I went to East Derry for Mrs. 
Brasier and her son to come to the rehearsat 
| After it I took Mrs. MacMurphy, Mrs. Has- 
lam, Mrs. Brasier, Sarah C. Bell, Lavinia 
_ Pierce, John Brasier, Miriam and Lawrence 
to town, that was a load of nine, Jerome 
and Mabel went to the moving picture show 
tonight. 


Saturday, July 18. 


In the afternoon Jerome and I started for 
Revere beach in my Chalmers. We went 
on very successfully reaching Andover in 
about an hour and a quarter. At Stoneham 
we had a blowout, and spent an hour making 


changes of tires. We went on a few miles 
and had another. blow out on the same 
wheel. We ipatched the inner tube and spent 
another hour. Then we proceeded rapidly, 
reached 59 Walnut Ave.. Revere at 7 p. m., 
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put the machine in garage, had tea witli 
Mrs. Bailey, saw thousatids on the beach 
and heard the music. 


Sunday, July 19. 


Occupied two rooms. We lad Preakfast 
with Mrs. Bailey, took out machine, went 
to church, comducted service and preached 
at St. Ann’s at 10:45, had dinner and spent 
the day with Mrs. Bailey, Jerome went ir 
to Bostom and back. I saw am aviator per- 
form for an frowr sailimg around over the 
beach and town. We went to church in 
machire at night and conducted service and 
preached at 7:30 p. m., lighted Iamps and 
came back to Mrs. Bailey’s house, put up 
machine at garage and saw the crowd or 
beach. 


Monday, July 20. 


Breakfast wiht Mrs. Bailey, started for 
Lynn about nine, came on through Salem, 
had a Blow out on same wheel, patched an- 
other inner tube, delayed an hour, came on 
through Lawrence, had a fourth blow out ow 
same wheel, patched inner tube again, came 
ow after the lour’s delay, reached Derry 
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about 2 p. m., had lunch, went to Manchest- 
ér, took in Mrs. MelloWs at Masonic home, 
soon after had a fifth blow out with loud 
feport, patched the tube, wefit a dozen blocks. 
and was on flat tire the sixth time, then 
bought a fiew tire and tube. 


Tuesday July 21. 


Signed five hutidred dollars wortli of tiew 
¢currericy, just camé frém Wasilington. Took 
Mrs. Pitllen atid Mabel end the children 
about town. In afternoofi in the rain went to 
Londonderry atid brought Arvilla Colby to 
Mrs. Chaseé’s hotise, brought Mrs. Swett and 
fwo children. The pageant of Mrs. Chasé 
was postponéd uritil tomorrow afternoon on 
account of raifi. Wheti I came back I 
spent some time cleatiing my auto with a 
hose from thie sill cock. The vacation of 
Jerome is fast coming to ati end. He intends 
to start on Friday. 


Wednesday, July ‘22. 


A very fitie day atid cool. Took Mrs. Pul- 
len, Mabel and the childreti tip to the cem- 
étery in East Derry iii the forétioon atid also 
made a trip to the bank arid stores. In the 
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afternoon attended Mrs. Chase’s pageant at 
3:30. With a load of eight, we went to the 
farm about five o’clock. Mrs. Mellows, 
Jerome, Mabel and the two children, Miriam 
ahd Lawrence, Mrs. MacMurphy, myself 
and Deane. Mrs. McGregor gave wus all a 
good supper and tea in the barn, then we 
played golf a little while and came home.

Thursday, July 23. 


About half past eight started for Hampton 
Beach. In Chalmers Six, C. B. Chase and 
wife, Mrs. MacMurphy, Mabel, Mrs. Pullen.

At two o’clock 
took Amanda in my Chalmers and started 
down the street passed Salem, Methuen, Law- 
rence and stopped at Andover, visited the 
grave of Otis Chickering, which afforded 
Mrs. Mellows an opportunity of fulfilling a 
promise to him when she visited him at the 
Emerson Hospitai in Roxbury a short time 
before he died. We continued to Reading and 
there I called on Charles Boyce, now very 
feeble and perfectly helpless. We went on 
to Lynn. I left Amanda at 13 Magnolia Ave., 
at cousin Lilly James Hamill’s house. 
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Sunday, July: 26.

Walnut Ave., Revere, Mass., put my auto 
in -a..garage, had supper, lodging and break- 
fast. Took Mrs. Bailey to St. Ann’s chureh, 
‘conducted Morning Prayer and preached <at 
.10:45, -had dinner with Mrs., Bailey. Went 
to church, gave. Evening Prayer and sermon 
-at 7:30, lighted my five lamps and return- 
‘ed to garage, had a light supper and spent 
the remainder of the evening on the piazza 
watching the strange costumes of the -sea 
bathers and other pedestrians. 


Monday, July 27. 


Breakfast, take out my car, wait for Rev. 
‘C. R. Bailey, he arrived about eleven, we 
had lunch, and at 2 p. m. started for Lynn, 
there we picked up Mrs. Mellows and Mrs. 
Hamill and came on to Wakefield and Read- 
ing, there Mrs. Hamill left us to go home by 
trolley, we came on to Derry about five p.

Wednesday, July 29..

Spent the fest of the after- 
noon at the bank; arranged to loan $120.00 
to Judge Emery on Leonora Stearns’ .proper- 
‘ty, he being appointed the conservator of 
her property. ) 
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Thursday, July 30. 


In the ferenoon I was at the bank, met 
several officers, and talked about loans, etc, 
In the afternoon I took Mrs. Mellows, Mrs, 
MacMurphy and Deane to the farm, left 
Deane at her home, went on to the Morri- 
sons in Londonderry, they were not at their 
home, came back to the Clarks, called, saw 
Mrs. Clark, her son Reed Page Clark, just 
back from Liberia, he is the financial agent. 
of the United States in Liberia. We came 
on, picked up Deane and came home. Later 
we called on the Pollards, met a Miss Bar- 
rett at their house.

Friday, July 31. 


The day’s work for me, was mainly limited 
to cutting the grass on the lawn, all around 
the buildings. That took me about two and 
a half hours. I answered a number of tele- 
phones. Mrs. Mellows, Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Deane attended the home talent play of 
“Daddy” in the evening at Association Hall. 
The Goodriches came back today, after three 
weeks absence in which time they visited 
their daughter and family in Mont Vernon. 
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Satur day, August 1. 


The aay has been beautiful. Old’: home day 
observed by decoration and a large parade 
of many social orders and merchants. We 
put up flags and bunting. The parade was 
more than a thousand strong on horses, on 
floats, automobiles and on foot. I took eight 
people up to the farm. Mr. and Mrs. Good- 
rich and their grand daughter Amy Trow, 
Mrs. Chase, Mrs. Mellows, Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Deane Hosley. We played golf for an 
hour or more, and then at six o’clock we had 
a lunch of baked beans, salad of cucumbers, 
tomatoes and lettuce, blueberry pie, two 
kinds of cake and tea. 


Sunday, August 2.

Mrs. Jennie McGregor was with 
us, called on Jemes, Lizzie and Harland P. 
Morrison. 


Monday, August 3. 


Attended two bank meetings in the after- 
noon, trustees of Nutfield Savings met at 3 
p. m. followed by directors of First Nation- 
al at 4 p. m. Came home about 5 p. m. Prof. 
and Mrs. Westcott came in on the 6 p. m. 
trolley and ere here for a visit. They used 
to live at Racine, Wis. He was principal 
of the high school in Racine; then of school 
in Chicago where he has held that position 
until now. He will be eighty years old next 
December. I recall his being in an Italian 
class in Raicine under Dr. J. J. Elmendorf. 


Tuesday, August 4, 


With Prof. and Mrs. Westcott, Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Deane I motored to town, made 
business and pleasure calls, stopped at the 
rectory and looked ‘in the gardens.

MacMurphy, Mrs. Chase and Deane to the 
farm.

Mrs. McGregor servy- 
ed refreshments. In the evening all of us. 
attended a2: fair at James A. Pollards, played 
whist till ten o’clock. had other amusements 
with music furnished by the D. A. R. and so 
we had a very busy day. 


Friday, August 7. 


Warm weather. Prof. Westcott has a 
silver flute that cost him $150.00, we have 
played together, going through my collection 
of music, flute and piano. In the afternoon 
we played to Mrs. Chase’s company at one of 
her piano recitals or concerts. We had tea 
with Mr. and Mrs. Chase. At evening Mr. 
and Mrs. C. E. Leslie, his son Myron and his 
wife came in an automobile from St. Johns- 
bury, Vermont. Their machine created a 
sensation by being seen to bear the name 
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of “Minneapolis” in rather large letters. 
They are putting up at the Tyrrells next 
door. 


Saturday, August 8. 


A very warm moist day. Went to bank 
at ten o’clock to attend sale of stocks. post- 
poned one week. Mr. Leslie here studying 
the town records, before long the four Les- 
lies had planned to go to Londonderry and 
call on Rev. B. Christopher and see _ the 
churches and second parish records. We took 
the Westcotts to see the Derry library and 
later drive around the Pinkerton Academy 
yard. Miss Anna Rogers was here for a little 
conversation. She had two small children 
with her in the wagon. 


Sunday, August 9. 


Prof. and Mrs. Westcott, Mrs. MacMurphy, 
Deane Hosley and I motored to church, a 
very warm day. I gave morning prayer and 
sermon at 10:45. We came back and had 
dinner. Mrs. Goodrich tame down. We went 
to Manchester. Mrs. Goodrich to visit her 
son in the Elliot Hospital. We stopped next 
at the Masonic Home te see Mrs. Meilows, we 
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all registered there. Next we went around 
to the Stark Park, calling on the James girls 
by the way, Calvina and Cornelia, we came 
home and were gone from the house only 
three hours and a half. 


Monday, August 10. 


Another warm day, about ten o’clock start- 
ed with Mr. and Mrs. Westcott and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy, went to Windham, passed in sight of — 
Searles castle to Canobie Lake, thence to 
Zion Hill, called on Mrs. Caproni, remained 
to lunch with her, then returned to Salem 
depot, said good bye to the Westcotis, who 
took trolley to. Boston. We came home. On 
the return we called at the Sennas at the 
old Magoon place, brought home a bag of 
apples, the gift of Mrs. Caproni. 


Tuesday, August 11. 


Another warm day, until near night, when 
a gentle rain began to cool the air and moist- 
en the dry gardens. It has been a quiet day, 
for I have not gone away from the house 
except to carry three letters to post. Some 
study and time I put ona genealogical reply 
to a correspondent from Washington, D. C. 
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I sent a couple of pictures to some ofthe 
MacMurphy correspondents as I often do 
when there is interest manifested in the fam- 
ily by some distant relative. 


Wednesday, August 12. 


Cloudy weather with some precipitation of 
rain. Rather dull and uneventful around the 
village. About five o’clock I took out my 
Chalmers and with Mrs. MacMurphy rode 
over town to a store, thence to the farm and 
ealled on Mrs. McGregor, Mrs. C. B. Chase 
and Miss Stella White of Morgantown, W.Va. 
had been there on foot. We next made our 
way to East Derry and called on Mrs. F. J. 
Shepard, home again. After supper called on 
Miss Stella White at the Chase mansion. 


Thursday, August 13. 


About half past seven I went to town, 
took in gasoline and oil for my Chalmers, 
went to the farm, picked up Mrs. McGregor 
and Hazel Hosley, came back, picked up 
_Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane; we motored. to 
Hampton Beach in 36.3 miles, stopped with 
Miss Carrie McGregor at “The Wilfred’. We 
six had dinner at the Lawrence House. Mrs, 
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MacMurphy and the two girls went bathing 
in the surf. We spent a pleasant day at the 
shore, about six hours. We came back in 
31.5 miles by a different road. I took in Mrs. 
Marrinan and daughter Margaret to the farm 
with Mrs. McGregor and Hazel, home again,

Went to Manchester by trolley at ten o’- 
clock to look in my safety deposit box for.

At night took out 
my car and four passengers to the play “The 
Fisherman’s Luck,” at East Derry. I had 
Mrs. C. B. Chase, Miss Stella White, Mrs.

We are 
just home at eleven o'clock. 


Saturday, August 15. 


. Went over town to the bank, met John R. 
McLane, attended sale of security guarant-- 
ee’s stock, no person appeared to bid, report- 
ed transaction to the Town Clerk for record. 
Big circus parade went by on the street 
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lions in cage with a man, a woman in an- 
other with bears, etc, etc. Mr. and Mrs. C. 
B. Chase and Miss Stellai White here for sup- 
per. After tea Mrs. Chase and Miss White 
walked up into the woods where Mrs. Chase 
one summer had a camp in tents. The even- 
ing seems cold and one desires to come in 
the house and shut the doors. 


Sunday, August 16. 


In my Chalmers took Mrs. C. B. Chase, 
Miss Stella) White, Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Deane Hosley to church, gave morning pray- 
er and preached at 10:45 a. m., vested choir 
full, went around to front door. In after- 
noon the same party with Margaret Merri- 
nan, we went to Londonderry by way of the 
Hairdys, Pillsburys, Macks, the churches, 
called at William H. Crowells, met Miss 
Leavitt expert genealogist there, we went up 
through the village, came back by Bartley 
Hill school house, met the Morrisons re- 
turning from a meeting in schoolhouse. Mrs. 
Goodrich called on us in the evening. 
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Monday, August 17. 


In the forenoon I took Mrs. MacMurphy 
around calling at the Whitneys, Bells, Pack- 
ers, and went to the farm and brought Mrs 
McGregor’s graphaphone down to Bell for 
repairs. She had broken the crank. I had 
begun the reading of “Nicholas Nickleby” 
and find much more pleasure in the reading 
than at the first time, many years ago, per- 
haps fifty. But these old tales are too pro- 
tracted, too long in the telling and so too 
tiresome for busy people. 


Tuesday, August 18. 


Went over town, taking Mrs. MacMurphy 
and the little daughter of Prof. Marrinan. 
We went to the Davises, to the Dugans, to 
Packers and the bank and stores, came home 
for dinner. I spent several hours reading 
aloud in the afternoon and evening, in fact 
until my throat became sore. The story of 
Nicholas Nickleby is interesting, but the work 
is too long. I cannot see any good reason for 
the extreme length, it seems wasteful ex- 
travagance. 
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Wednesday, August 19. 


Spent two hours of the forenoon at the 
garage, making my car fit for a distant trip. 
Had a spare tire put on the side, grease in 
various cases and oil in others. In after- 
noon carried Mrs. C. B. Chase, Miss Stella 
White and Deane Hosley to Beaver Lake, 
where they put on bathing suits and spent 
half an hour in the weter. It came on to 
rain hard, we came home in a pouring rain, 
We sat in the automobile while it poured 
down. Read aloud some more of “Nicholas 
Nickleby.” 


Thursday, August 20. 

Took out my Chalmers, went to the coun- 
try house of Mr. and Mrs. Louis M. Paicker, 
picked them up, came back, picked up Mrs. 
MacMurphy and we went to Salem, Law- 
rence, Andover, Reading, Wakefield and 
Marblehead, had baked lobster dinner at 
Adems House, returned by Old Salem Pea- 
body, calling at the Wilson cottage, Bar- 
tholomew Pond, Danvers and on to Derry, 
leaving the Packers again at their coun‘ry 
home, we came to our home, all in daylight, 
making ai hundred mile trip and having a 
pleasant day. 
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Friday, August 21. 


Rain fell, about every hour in the day, 
no sunshine, rather dul!, most of the ‘ime 
spent in reading and writing and meals. 
Deane being away Mrs. MacMurphy prepar- 
ed all the meals, and I assisted in washing 
the dishes. Miss Stella White went away in 
the afternoon. Mrs. Alice Edgerly came in 
the forenoon. She is the rich widow of 
Somersworth. Many years ago she was in 
the Home School with us in Racine, Wis., 
boarding in our family, my house still, 920 
Park Ave., Racine, Wis. 


Saturday, August 22. 

The weather fine, clear bright sunshine. 
Took Ed. Adams, over town to bank in fore- 
noon. Mrs. MacMurphy, Mrs. Chase, Mrs. 
Edgerly, Miss Richardson and _. Bartlett 
Shepard started for Peterboro Pageant at one 
o’clock to return tonight. I took Ed. Adams 
and wife, Miss Helen Adams and Miss Syl- 
via Clark over to the ferm of Katherine J. 
Adams, where we were treated with cake and 
some kind of home made wine, Miss Mary C. 
Rogers appeared while we were there. She 
is at the Crawfords in Chester now. I am 
reading “Marten Chuzzlewit.” 
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Sunday, August 23. 


- Another fine day. I took MYs. Edgerly 
‘and’ Mrs:*‘MacMurphy to church, gave’ morn- 
ing’ prayer and sermon at 10:45. Dined at 
home, only two of us, as Mrs. Edgerly is 
visiting Mrs. C. B. Chase. I am reading 
“Martin Chuzzlewit,” just now he is in New 
York, and Americans are getting the criti- 
cism that some of them are displeased with, 
but I canont see any change in the style of 
the author, he treats Americans as he treats 
Englishmen. 


Monday, August 24. 


In the forenoon Mrs. Chase asked me to 
accompany her while she drove her “Little 
Six” for practise. We merely went to the 
bank end back, she finding the running into 
her garage the worst part of the business. 
In the afternoon I took in my “thirty”, Mrs. 
Chase, Miss Westgate and Mrs. McGregor 
to Londonderry and called on Mrs. Frank 
N. Colby. Mrs. MacMurphy, I took to the 
station, she went by trolley to Manchester 
and back. -Leter I took her up to the old 
farm to see Mrs. Hosley and talk about 
rent. 
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Tuesday, August 25. 


About ten o’clock in my auto, I took Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Mrs. McGregor, we went to 
Manchester, called on Mrs. Mellows, went to 
Concord, had dinner, went on to Franklin, 
called at the home of Mrs. Ella Glines, she 
was not found at home, went on through 
Tilton and Laconia to the Weirs. Took rooms 
and board at “The New Weirs Hotel,’ went 
to Grand Army Quarters and found Major 
and Mrs. D. E. Proctor, went to quarters of 
15th N. H. Vol., heard that Charles McGreg- 
or was reported as dead in the Boston Sun- 
day Globe of August 9, 1914 at page 13. 


Wednesday, August 26. 


Jennie telephoned to some of the MacGreg- 
ors in Derry to find out the truth of the 
newspaper report of August 9th that Charles 
McGregor had died. She got no satisfaiction. 
Nobody had heard of his death. We attended 
all the G. A. R. functions, heard speeches 
and music patriotic songs, visited the cot- 
tages, met many people of our acquaintance, 
continued to lodge and get our meals at the 
New Weirs Hotel and found the outing pleas- 
ant. 
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Thursday, August 27. 


Coming away from the Weirs about ten 
o'clock, our load comprised Capt. and Mrs. 
L. H. Pillsbury, Mrs. McGregor, myself and 
Mrs. MacMurphy. We came to Laconia! and 
called on Mrs. Howe. We came to Franklin, 
took our dinners at Hotel Merrimack with 
Mrs. Ella Glines and her husband. We went 
up on Prospect St., and saw her jewels and 
paintings. We ceime on to Manchester, pick- 
ed up Mrs. Mellows and brought her to our 
home in Derry. Mrs. McGregor we dropped 
at her home and Mrs. Pillsbury. 


Friday, August 28. 


It was raining when I came down to break- 
fast and has continued to rain all day. Mrs. 
Mellows had come with the intention of go- 
ing on to visit relatives at Haverhill. I hunt- 
ed up a Boston Sunday Globe of Augut 9th 
and found no mention of Charles McGregor 


in any part of the paper. There is a mystery 
about the report of his death. Mrs. McGreg- 
or has a letter from him written no longer 
ago than last Monday and it was typewritten 
and full of information. 
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Saturday, August 29. 


Rain has fallen every hour with small 
amount of water, a continual mist. I have 
finished. “Martin Chuzzlewit” and- begun 
“American. Notes:”.I am pleased with the 
stories. Received by mail ‘a draft for $2060.00 
‘from a:bank in Watonga, Okla. to pay’ a 
mortgage note. I walked to town in the 
‘rain and: spent two hours in the bank. The 
wer news: represents the German army as _ 
driving back the allied forces of England 
and France, Belgium is already subjugated 
and annexed to Germany. 


Sunday, August 30. 


“Mrs. Russell Chase, came down in her 
‘Tittle Six” and took me and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Deane to Church, where I read 
morning prayer and preached at 10:45 a. m. 
In the afternoon I took out my Chalmers, 
picked up Mrs. Mellows, Mrs. MacMurphy, 
Deane and Emily and we went to the farm, 
called on Mrs. Jennie McGregor. We were 
there an hour or more, she entertained us 
with graphaphone selections and read to 
us Mr. McGregor’s letter of August 2], 1914. 
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Monday, August 31. 


In the forenoon I went by trolley to Man- 
chester, deposited $2060.00 in Amoskeag 
Savings Bank, came back, had lunch at a 
restaurant, spent Some time writing and 
signing papers at the Nutfield Savings. In 
afternoon took my car out, picked up Mrs. 
Mellows, Mrs. MacMurphy, Deane and Emily 
and went to Haverhill, Mass., called at Frank 
James farm house, left Amanda there. We 
found Lillie and Frank at home. The others 
‘of our party went on to the city, made a few 
turns, and came out, and so aepits again by 
Salem and turnpike. 


Tuesday, September 1. 


Went over town in my Chalmers, took F. 
N. Young, President of our First National 
Bank and went to see a house and lot on 
which a loan is desired. Spent an hour at 


the bank and came home for dinner. Mrs. 
Clara Mathews being in town, I called on her 
at Miss Lucinda Carlton’s, I have invited her 
to ride tomorrow. She is a cousin on both 
sides, her father was Joseph Y. James and 
her mother was Mary W. MacMurphy. Her 
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brother to my grandfather Alexander Mac- 
Murphy of Londonderry. 


Wednesday, September 2. 


Big run of automobiles through here to 
Salem, N. H. to attend Rockingham Fair. 1 
picked up Mrs. Matthews at ten o’clock, went 
to the farm, picked up Mrs. McGregor, came 
back here for dinner. Took Mrs. Matthews, 
and Mrs. McGregor to Adams farm, paid 
Mrs. Adams $25.00, partook of cake and 
lemonade, came back, picked up Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Deane, the five of us went to 
the farm and had supper with Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor. Being dark, lighted my five lamps 
and motored home, left Mrs. Matthews at 
‘Carlton’s. 


Thursday, September 3. 


‘Warm morning, after a hot night in which 
I spent with nothing over me except my 
hight gown. Cooled much before the close 
of day. I spent an hour at the bank, Arthur 
Martin is taking the cashier’s work for a 
few days. At evening I went to the rectory 
and picked up Mr. Haslam who returned to- 
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day from his vacetion. I brought him home 
for tea. Then we telephoned C. B. Chase 
to join us, anid we played bridge whist un- 
til about eleven o’clock, then I took Mr. 
Haslam home, Mr. Chase going along with 
mé, 


Friday, September 4. 


In the forenoon at the bank. After dinner 
took my Chalmers and gathered a party of 
six for the Rockiigham Fair at Salém, Rev. 
Haslam, Mrs. McGregor, Mrs. MacMurphy, 
Deane and Hazel Hosley atid myself. We rode 
to Salem, had to pay four dollars for admit- 
tarice of auto and passerngei's to the grounds, 
thousands of autos there. We saw horse 
racing, four in hands, oxen, bulls, cows, etc. 
A horse and rider dived from a forty foot 
platform into a tank of water. A man dived 
from a seventy foot platfoim.itito the tank. 
The attendance may have been fifty thous- 
and people, the Fair was satisfactory. 


Saturday, September 5. 


At one o’clock I started from my house 
in my car, went down the turnpike by Salem 
and Lawrence to Andover, visited the grave 
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of Otis Chickering, talked with the sexton 
about having letters put on the stone, giving 
birth and death dates, continued on through 
Reading end Stoneham out to Revere. I 
found thousands on the beach and in the 
ocean, the road full of automobiles. I left 
my auto at garage, had supper at 59 Wal- 
nut Ave., with Mrs. C. R. Bailey. 


Sunday, September 6. 


Entertained at Rev. Charles R. Bailey’s 
house. Took out machine, took several in 
and went to St. Ann’s Church, I gave holy 
communion to 39 persons, preached and bap- 
tized a woman end two children. In after- 
noon attended Sunday school in “The 
Mothers Rest.” Again at night attended even- 
ing prayer and sermon at ‘‘The Mothers 
Rest” conducted by George Glark, a Nasho- 
tah student epd layreader, I met him and his 
mother after service and found them pleas- 
ing. 


Monday, September 7. 


Breakfast with Mrs. Bailey, took my car 
from garage, came slowly through the 
beautiful parks and drives, made the trip 
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home in about two and a half hours. Mrs. 
(Mellows is still at Frank James’ house in 
Haverhill, Carl has not made any move to 
help her along, perhaps I shall find it nec- 
essary to make another trip to Haverhill 
to get her away from there: Frank and sister 
are not in condition to entertain Amanda 
much longer. 


Tuesday, September 8. 


Made a number of calls with Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy in my auto in the forenoon prepara- 
tory to a.meeting of the church guild at our 
house tonight. In the ‘afternoon I attended 
two bank. meetings from three o’clock until 
quarter of six. At night picked up Mrs. Gil- 
man, Mrs. Tewksbury and Leora and brought 
them here. After the guild meeting and re- 
freshments, carried three loads home, first 
Mrs. Gilman, Leora, and Mrs. Tewksbury, 
second, Mrs. Haslam, Mrs. Weston, Mrs. 
Hosley, Hazel and the two Dugan girls. Mrs. 
Meserve walked home. Third, Mrs. Spratt 
and Mrs. Brasier. 


Wednesday, September 9. 


In the morning my auto took Mrs. Merri- 
nam and boy, Mrs. MacMurphy and myself 
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calling over town at various places, we went 
to the farm and took in Mrs. McGregor. She 
then went by trolley to Londonderry and vis- 
ited Alice Corning and Jennie Perkins. Rev. 
C. R. Bailey sent me by letter a check for 
$5.00 in payment of service in Revere on 
Sunday. There is not much profit in going 
too far to officiate for so small a fee, but it 
keeps me in a healthy condition both mental- 
ly and morally. 


Thursday, September 10. 


(Rather cool weather. In the forenoon we 
called over town on Mrs. Calvin Bradford, 
Charles G. Kimball, about fire damage at 
32 Aiken Street, where repairs are to be 
made at expense of Fire Insurance Compan- 
ies. In the afternoon Mrs. C. B. Chase took 
Mrs. MacMurphy, Edward F. Adams and my- 
self driving in her Little Six to Hudson and 
back. At night by request, I attended R. A. 
Chaipter meeting and acted as Chaplain and 
organist in the M. M. M. degree, working 
Bailey, Frost and Randall of Hampstead. I 
am just home and writing this diary up at 
half past eleven. 
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Friday, September 11. 


About town in the forenoon taking Mrs. 
Joseph Clark of Washington and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy. In the afterncon taking Mrs. Joseph 
Clark, Miss Edna Clark her daughter, a 
teacher for; many years in Washington, D. C. 
Mrs. Warren Clark and her daughter Emily 
Clark in my Chalmers, called on Mrs. Jennie 
McGregor, Mr. and Mrs. William P. Clark 
of Londonderry, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Greeley, Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Abbott. 
in the evening attended a reception and con- 
cert given the Rev. David and Mrs. Jack in 
Association Hall, where we had ice cream 
and cake. We are home at ten o’clock. 


Saturday, September 12. 


Went to town in the morning, taking Mrs. 
Edward F. Adams in my cai, made the usual 
purchases for two days supply. In the after- 
noon took Mrs. MacMurphy, Mrs. Melvin, 
Mrs. Brockway and Miss Guernsey to a meet- 
ing of the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution at Mrs. Horace A. Hill’s house. At 
half past four I went for them and brought 
them home egain. At night I read aloud from 
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“Oliver Twist”, while Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Deane were mending. The past night was 
cold enough to freeze my garden stiff. 


Sunday, September 13. 


Motored to church taking Mrs. Goodrich 
and Mrs. Chase. I gave morning prayer and 
preached at 10:45 a. m. I conducted Sunday — 
school, came home with eight in my machine, 
Found a big car outside and Mr. and Mrs. — 
Glines of Franklin, N. H. inside. They re- 
mained for dinner. In their car we called 
on Mrs. McGregor, came back. They bid us 
Zoodbye. I next took Mrs. MacMurphy, Mr. 
end Mrs. Ed. Adams for a ride over town, 
around by High Street and back home again. 


Monday, September 14. 


Motored to the farm and brought Jennie to 
town, saw her jay $43.90 to F. E. Wells for 
work, took her home again; there heard by 
telephone from/Boston that Mrs. Shores 
would leave the North Station et 12:25 for 
Derry. Mrs. MacMurphy and I went to meet 
her at the train at 2 p. m., then I took both 
to East Derry, to Mrs. Shepard’s house to an 
Anti-Suffrage meeting, although Mrs. Shores 
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is a suffragist. Later I went again to East 
Derry and brought them home. In the ev- 
ening Mrs. C. B. Chase came in to see Mrs. 
Shores. 


Tuesday, September 15. 


Took Mr. and Mrs. Adams and Helen 
Adams and Mrs. Shores over town while I 
visited the bank and stores. In afternoon 
took them again while I attended meeting of 
“Hopkins Home for Aged Women.” There I 
was elected Treasurer and Mrs. MacMurphy 
Recording Secretary, then we went on to 
Mrs. Harriett Chase’s to arrange for a bank 
loan on her ‘house, then we went to the 
farm and played golf an hour and a half. 
Met Rev. David Jack and wife who happened 
to call on Mrs. McGregor, we came home in 
time for supper. A fine warm day passed. 


Wednesday. September 16. 


Mrs. Chase came around in her Little Six, 
took me, Mr. and Miss Adams and Mrs. 
Carrie Adams and Mrs. Shores to town where 
we all attended to business. In the afternoon 
she came again and took us to the Adams 
farm, there we found others, Mrs. Ewing, 
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Mrs. Weston, and Mrs. Moody, Mrs. Adams 
treated us to refreshments. We rode around 
by Wm. H. Thwing’s farm and by the “Or- 
chard Farm,” Lupienes. At night Mr. Var- 
ney came in to try for a loan. He is a thrifty 
and reliable citizen. 


Thursday, September 17. 


Mrs. C. B. Chase brought Mrs. Shores 
down here to spend the day, as she and Mr. 
Chase were going to Manchester to attend - 
a funeral. When Myr. and Mrs. Chase re- 
turned and were within 80 rods of home, 
their Little Six stopped, they had to be tow- 
ed in. In afternoon took Mrs. Shores and 
Mrs. MacMurphy to Mrs. Saure’s house to 
see her garden. Later took Mrs. Chase up 
to Mrs. Duffy’s house where she gave a les- 
son to Ruth Duffy and ‘Hazel Hosley. Mary 
Duffy seems to have a good vegetable gard- 
en, plenty of beets, tomatoes corn, and beans. 


Friday, September 18. 


I took Mrs. Chase, Mrs. Jack, Mrs. Shores, 
Margaret Merrinam, and Mary Campbell to 
town in my Chalmers car this forenoon. In 
the afternoon I took Mrs. Chase, Mrs. Shores 
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and Mrs. MacMurphy to the Wm. H. Thwing 
farm, where a music lesson was given and 
we had ice cream and lemonade, then we 
went to the Lupein farm where another les- 
son was given by Mrs Chase. We came home 
In the evening Mr. Chase brought Mrs. 
Shores down and she is to remain here to- 
night and several days. 


Saturday, September 19. 


In the morning went over town with Mrs. 
Shores. I had a tire changed. I picked up 
Mr. Cutts, superintendent of schools, we got 
school order to pay the treasurer of Pinker- 
ton Academy the tuition of scholars from 
this district. I paid $855.00. In the after- 
noon Mrs. Shores, Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Deane went with me to Manchester by way 
of Massabesic Lake. We called on Miss 
Cornelia James and Mrs. Calvina Prescott. 
We went through the Stark Park, We also 
called at the Paige House where Gen. Stark 
lived. We reached home at 6:30 p. m. 


Sunday, September 20. 


Took Mrs. Shores, Mrs. Goodrich, Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Deane to church, I assisted 
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only by reading the prayers and singing. In_ 
the afternoon Mr. Haslam and Brent his son 
called, we took them with us to call on the 
Sennas. Then we went on to Canobie Lake 
and Park, little Margaret Merrinam was 
with us, we went into the Park, then we con- 
tinued around by Searles Castle. Mr. and 
Mrs. Pieroni passed us in their auto, stop- 
ping for talk ten minutes. We came on, 
reaching home about six and putting up our 
machine. 


Monday, September 21. 


As usual went over town to the bank and 
Stores in the forenoon. Mrs. Shores went 
with me. I picked up my tire, that had 
been left for repairs. At night Rev. and Mrs, 
Haslam were here for supper also Mr. and 
Mrs. C. B. Chase, after supper we had one 
table of bid whist and the others spent the 
evening in conversation. At the close of the 
evening took Rev. and Mrs. Haslam in my 
Chalmers to their home. I came home and 
put up my machine. 


Tuesday, September 22. 


The usual morning trip with Mrs. Shores, 
Mrs. MacMurphy, and Margaret Merrinam. 
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Capt. John W. Crawford came to see Mrs. 
Shores. He was a Scout in Indian wars. 
He was here for lunch. Prof. Merrinam 
invited him to address the Pinkerton Acad- 
emy students. I took the. party to the Acad- 
emy at 1:15 p. m., later I brought them 
home, then we went to the Rectory, spoke 
with Rev. and Mrs. Haslam, went to the 
farm, chatted with Jennie, came back, had 
ice cream and cake, took “Capt. Jack” to 
the five o’clock train. 


Wednesday, September 23. 


The usual forenoon excursion with Mrs. 
Shores and Mrs. MacMurphy. In the after+ 
noon I took the two Misses Moores, Mrs. 
Wheeler, Mrs. Frank McGregor, and child 
and a gallon of ice cream and went to the 
farm. There were-Mrs. James McGregor 
and daughter and Miss McKee, Mr. Henry 
McGregor and wife, Miss Martha Nesmith 
and Mrs. Sweit, later came Mrs. C. B. Chase. 
Mrs. Shores and Mrs. MacMurphy with Mrs. 
Jennie McGregor, the party was eighteen 
We played golf, ate ice cream, cake, oranges, 
peaches and grapes, came home at sunset.. 
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Thursday, September 24. 


Ran my car around town in the morning 
with Mrs. Shores, Mrs. MacMurphy and Mr. 
Ed. Adams, went to both banks, stores, and 
to F. J. Shepard’s home at East Derry. At 
six o’clock took Mrs. Shores and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy to the Rectory where we met Mr. 
and Mrs, Frank N. Colby and Miss Bumpas 
and had supper with Mr. and Mrs. Haslam 
and their son Cummings. We played bid 
whist till the Colbys went home and a little 
longer, then said good night and motored 
home at eleven o’clock. 


Friday, September 25. 


About half past eight took out my Chal- 
mers, went to Packer and took in gasoline 
and oil, picked up Rev. and Mrs. Haslam, 
came home and picked up Mrs. Shores ana 
Mrs. MacMurphy, went to Hampton Beach, 
had a tire puncture on the way, dinner at 
Dudley & White’s, had another blow out on 
the long bridge, came on to Amesbury, had 
a flat tire, bought a new inner tube, and 
came on through Haverhill and Salem, got 
stalled on long hill in Derry, sent to garage 
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for gasoline auto come to relief, reached 
home, delivered passengers, had supper at 
the Rectory and came hameé. 


Saturday, September 26. | 


Mrs. E. A. Shores failed to get off on the 
§:29 train for Boston, but we rode about 
town. I took her to the 11.39 train and saw 
her aboard. Mrs. MacMurphy was there to 
see her off. Mrs. C. B. Chase went with us 
in the afternoon and visited some of the 
tenents. The day has been quite windy and 
uncomfortably cool in the shade. I found 
the bright sunshine falling’ directly upon my 
body, pleasant on the south side of the house. 
We have an oil stove in the library tonight. 


Sunday, September 27. 


Cool morning. I took Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Deane to church where I preached at 
10:45. Mr. Haslam having the main part of 


the service. Deane went home after Sunday 
school to return at night. Mrs. ‘MacMurphy 
and I came back bringing Miss Gott, Mr. 
and Mrs. Wilson to their homes on the way. 
With an oil stove in the. library we have 
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been comfortable in one room, but unless 
warmer days follow the steam heater will be 
set in operation. 


Monday, September 28. 


Cool morning, spent some minutes in start- 
ing my motor, took Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Margaret over town, called on tenants, gave 
some orders. Over again in afternoon, order- 
ed ten tons of coal to be put in my cellar @ 
$8.25, brought two men beck to set the 
Steam hearter going, so we have steam heat 
already, took a man’ to town to get additional 
supplies for heater, finally carried him home 
at six o’clock, having the lights on my auto- 
mobile, it being to dark to go without them. 


Tuesday, September 29. 


Mercury fell to 20 degrees in the night. 
I found it necessary to use a kettle of hot 
water in my automobile to enable me to 
crank it. I went to the bank alone. In the 
afternoon Miss Mary Rogers was here two 
hours talking of her affairs and the old 
farm. Mrs. MacMurphy and I went to town, 
she called on Mrs. S. H. Bell, Miss Fanny 
Boyd and Miss Bartley.

I have had steam heat in 
the house all day. It rains tonight. 


Wednesday, September 30. 


About half past eight took out machine, 
picked up Mrs. MacMurphy, went to garage 
for tire, went on to farm, picked up Mrs. 
McGregor, took in gasoline, went to rectory, 
picked up Rey. and Mrs. Haslam. It rained, 
we went to Haverhill, Mass., to lunch with 
Hanneh Duston Association, sixty plates, etc. 
We called on Mrs. Clara Matthews and 
daughter Fanny at 126 Portland Street, 
crossed the Merrimack river into Bradford, 
called on Hstelle Keech at the famous Acad- 
emy, turned homeward, called at Paul 
Clyde’s and picked up many flowers, we 
were at home for supper. 


Thursday, October 1. 


“Bleak House” by Dickens proves to be 
immensely interesting reading, but extreme- 
ly long. We were in town making Calls, etc. 
Went to the Adams farm where I paid the 
usual monthly allowance to my ward. The 
day has been mild and pleasant, but still a 
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little heat in the house seemed pleasatiter 
and so I have a coal fire in the furnace. Mrs. 
MacMurphy had letter from Mabel and the 
two grandchildren, Miriam can write a very 
good letter, 


Friday, October 2. 


Finished “Bleak House” and declare my 
satisfaction with the artistic picture. When 
I went to the bank, I found Mr. Norwin S. 
Bean there to examine the bank, its books, 
notes, cash, etc. Spent all the forenoon with 
him and his assistant. In the afternoon took 
Mrs. MacMurphy with me to Mt. Pleasant 
where I left her to do some sewing and 
dressfitting, them at four o’clock I went to 
fetch her home again. The two _ school 
teachers came for their salaries. 


Saturday, October 3. 


A most beautiful day has passed. I went 
over town in the morning, assisted Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor and Hezel Hosley in getting started 
for Manchester where they are to see *he 
play entitled “The Old Homestead.” In the 
afternoon I took Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane 
over town, where they saw some of the ten- 
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ants and enjoyed a perfect air and sunshine, 
Mrs. Chase brought tus some of her own 
brown breed to be eaten with our Own baked 
beans tonight. 


Sunday, October 4. 


A warm clear day. We weiit to church, 
Mr. Haslam preaching and celebrating at 
10:45 a. m. There were sixteen in the vested 
choir including the two clergy. In the after- 
hoon we were out to see the Dougans and 
hear echbout the death of Allan M. Ripley, 
the husband of Susie. She had been married 
only three months, the body was brought 
all the way from Oakland, California. The 
little womatfi is much broketi up by the siid- 
den death of her husband. 


Monday, October 5. 


Another beautiful day, the colors of 
autumn leaves make the scenery fine. We 
were on the move all day. Mrs. Ma¢Murphy 
is collecting moriey for the Red Cross work 
in Europe, amoiig the soldiers. , I attended 
two meetitigs at the bark, trustees, afid dir 
éctors. There was good attendance at both, 
feven et one, five at the other. There were 
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some important matters to be debated and 
decided. I am _ reading Dicken’s Italian 
Notes, not wholly unprejudiced it seems to 
me, 


Tuesday, October 6. 


Cloudy morning but. no rain, clear blue 
sky in afternoon. Business called me over 
town as wustial in the forenoon. Edwin N, 
Whitney and I looked over the investments 
of the Nutfield Savings Bank and verified the 
records. In the afternoon Mrs. MacMurphy 
and I were at the funeral of Allem Ripley. 
Mr. Haslam conducted service and preached 
a very good sermon on “So teach us to num- 
ber our days that we may apply our hearts 
to wisdom.” Free masons were bearers of 
the body. 


Wednesdey, October 7. 


The day has been fine. We spent much of 
the time out of doors. The automobile took 
us around. I had the battery recharged. We 
took Mrs. Dugan and Mrs. Ripley her daugh- 
ter to the cemetery and back to see where 
Mr. Ripley was laid yesterday. At night Rev. 
Haslam and son Brent were here. Mr. 
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Chase came down and we played bid whist a 
couple of hours. Brent is trying to secure a 
job of some kind whereby he can earn some 
money. 


Thursday, October 8. 


The day has been remarkably fine, sum- 
mer clothing only needed, pleasant to swing 
in a hammock in the yard. Autumn colors 
on the maples and oaks and birches. I bought 
a new tire for my automobile today, this 
gives me a complete set of new tires and in- 
ner tubes, and an old tire and tube as a 
spare on the side. I visited the bank, I took 
Mrs. MecMurphy to the club and brought 
her and others home. There were seven 
automobiles at the door: of the assembly at 
one time this afternoon. 


Friday, October 9. 


This day has been so warm that windows 
and doors were open, however there re- 
mained some heat in my radiators. Over town 
in the morning taking Ed. Adams and Mary 
Campbell with me. Martin called on me in 
the afternoon to offer stocks and bonds. Mrs. 
Chase came along, took Mrs. Huntee, Mrs. 
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Adams, Mrs. MacMurphy and myself riding 
in her Little Six. We went to Chester, up 
the main street past the fine French and 
Vanderbilt houses and home again. The 
autumn leaves look fine. 


Saturday, October 10, 


This day has been so warm that doors 
and windows have been open, and_ after 
eight o’clock at night it is very warm on the 
piazza and I sat there smoking my cigar. — 
Rev. Haslam and the boys of the choir went 
walking this beautiful afternoon, they turn- 
ed up here for tea. There were eight boys 
to sit down at the table beside Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy, Mr. Haslam and myself, Deane 
Hosley and Leora Gilman waited on the boys 
and us at table. The D. A. R. had an en- 
thusiastic meeting this afternoon. 


Sunday, October i1. 


Warm day. Motored over town to church. 
Mrs. Goodrich rode with us as far as the 
next street to her church. Mr. Haslam 
preached. Deane was directed to go home 
after Sunday school and remain till tomor- 
row night, tomorrow being a holiday. Mr. 
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Dugan came to talk with me at 3 p. m., about 
5 p. m. I took him to his home. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy going along in my car. Tonight we 
two are alone, in the library, reading. 
Autumn leaves everywhere falling and drift- 
ing. 


Monday, October 12. 


With Rev. Adams and Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Margaret, I went to town in the morning, 
gave Mrs. Heslam a check $7.00 for the 
district nurse association. In the afternoon 
Mrs. MacMurphy and I went to the farm, 
took in Mrs. McGregor and our cousins, Mr. 
and Mrs. Tupper of Warren, N. H., we went 
on to Manchester, called at the Masonic 
Home, registered, showed Mr. and Mrs. Tup- 
per over the building, visited a while with 
Mrs. Mellows and came home leaving part 
of the company at the farm. We found the 
trip very agreeable. 


Tuesday, October 13. 


About ten o’clock took Rev. and Mrs. Has- 
lam in my car and went by way of Nashua to 
Milford, and Wilton, had dinner at “The 
Everett,” spoke with the Proctors at the 
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store, came back to Milford and called on 
the Rev. and Mrs. Gilson, Mrs. McGrath, pro- 
ceeded to Amherst, thence through Bedford 
to Manchester, picked up Mrs. Shepard, came 
home, left part of my load and carried Mrs. 
Shepard to East Derry, came home for tea, 
then took Mrs. MacMurphy to church guild 
meeting, have just returned and housed my 
machine. 


Wednesday, October 14. 


Walked over town, to both banks, took out 
some insurance on a house, No. 6 Manning 
St., paid some interest, collected some money 
on two notes, came home for dinner. ‘Took 
machine over town, tried to get repair of 
springs. found no blacksmith would under- 
take the job, came back with the machine. 
At night walked to rectory, had supper with 
Rev. and Mrs. Haslam, Mr. and Mrs. Chase, 
then played auction bridge till eleven o’- 
clock, ate a couple of pieces of squash pie 
and had a gless of whiskey. Mr. Chase and I 
came away at half past eleven. 


Thursday, October 15. 


Walked over town, spent an hour in the 
bank, brought home three soups, had lunch. 
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Mrs. MacMurphy went over town to attend 
ai whist club meeting at Mrs. Abbotts. She 
went on later to find F. W. Powell to take 
part in a play. I have spent some hours in 
reading “Vanity Fair,’ reading aloud while 
Mrs. MacMurphy is sewing or mending gar- 
ments. The leaves are falling from the trees 
2emd lie very thick upon the yard but very 
pretty in color. 


Friday, October 16. 


Very light rain throughout the day. As we 
had fish in the house I did not have cause _ 
to go to any market. I dug up a dozen pars- 
nips from our garden. All day reading in 
“Becky Sharpe”. Steady reading, partly 
aloud, when Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane 
could attend to it, a long story of more than 
six-hundred pages. I paid the teachers their 
weges for two weeks in this district, one 
twenty-six dollars and the other twenty-two, 
Gertrude Whipple and Cara How. 


Saturday, October 17. 


Walked to town in a rain, had some busin- 
ess to be attended to at the bank and store, 
interviewed H. L. Grinnell on subject of de- 
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positions made by the past treasurer of the 
bank at Manchester on Tuesday. In the 
afternoon finished reading “Vanity Fair” and 
found it a master piece. In the evening 1 
read aloud some of “Soldiers: Three,,” by 
Rudyard Kipling. The characters are coarse 
and rough, but the stories may serve to 
give some idea of the British Army in the 
far east. 


Sunday, October 18. 


Walked to Church, Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Deane went by trolley. I assisted Mr. Has- 
lam and preached the sermon on St. Luke. 
Mrs. MacMurphy declared at dinner that the 
sermon wes very good. We all walked home 
from church. I have answered a few letters 
this afternoon. One correspondent is Mrs. 
‘Lucy Ann Davis who was 92 years old last 
‘January. She had written me a long letter 
of four pages closely filled. She was a Mac 
Murphy before her marriage, her grand- 
father Alexander was a son of Archibald 
McMurphy. 


Monday, October 19. 


Spent two hours of the forenoon at Ab- 
bott’s garage put*ing in a new forespring, 


r- 
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where one was broken. Charles Ambrose 
Murphy of Andover called and I paid him to 
letter a monument, ‘Prof. Otis, born Nov. 27, 
1846, died Oct. 28, 1909” with the other 
Chickerings nine dollars. At night took Mrs. 
MacMurphy to Mrs. Grinnell’s house to read 
a play. C. A. Sefton and Kaspar Whitney 
rode with us. Came home at 9:30 p. m., werit 
and fetched them beck. Ben. Adams and wife 
were at the reading, also Ben. Bartlett and 
Robert Gilman. 


Tuesday, October 20. 


A very fine autumn day, my big maple tree 
still retains its yellow leaves in great beauty 
end abundance. Took Mrs. MacMurphy over 
town both forenoon and afternoon. The usual 
business. I read a long typewritten deposi- 
tion of R. W. Pillsbury in relation to his re- 
sponsibility as bank treasurer in making a 
three thousand dollar loan to Louis H. 
‘Schneider and Heirriet his wife in September 
of 1909. It will bea long drawn out case for 
the bank to recover much out of the treasur- 
er. 
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Wednesday, October 21. 


Another splendid autumn day. Charles G. 
Kimball put up my storm windows around 
the house, not because it is cold, but be- 
cause it is fine weather to work out doors, 
Spent em hour at the bank in the forenoon. 
‘Took Mrs. MacMurphy to library in the 
afternoon, picked up Sylvia Clark, picked up 
Mrs. McGregor and took her up to the farm. 
She has a letter from her husband, he is 
coming on east this fall, cannot do his work 
in the National Soldiers Home on account 
of lame back, lumbago perhaps. 


Thursday, October 22. 


Another splendid day. Charles G. Kimball 
was here in the forenoon and patched a roof 
gutter. I was over town amd Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy with me in both morning and after- 
noon. I found John C. Chase and looked 
over a deposition of our late bank treasurer 
with him. I met Miss Anna Rogers to talk 
of a plan she has to pay her brother Arthur 


$500.00 and have him  quitclaim on the 
homestead to her. At night I took Mrs. 
Emery, Mrs. Huntee, Mrs. MacMurphy and 
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Deane to a lecture in East Derry. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hosley brought me two. barrels of 
winter apples tonight. 


Friday, October 23. 


In the afternoon we took a trip down the 
turnpike to Arthur Low’s farm, called for 
half an hour, had a few grapes, talked with 
the family. We continued on around by 
Windham Junction and up to West Derry. 
In the evening Ben. and Josie brought their 
accounts and I paid them the difference 
amounting to more than four hundred dol- 
lars. I think there is plenty to show for the 
money, more than fifty thousand new 
shingles bought and laid with other expens- 
es. 


Saturday, October 24. 


My automobile remained in doors today, 
and I was near home all day, not that the 
weather has been cold, but nothing seemed to 
demand my attention over town. I went up 
street and bought potatoes, meat, tea, coffee, 
and cocoa. Arthur Rogers was here and we 
had a very pleasant talk about his father’s 
estate and my duty as administrator. He has 
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offered to take $500. and give quitclaim deed 
to his sister Anna. It only remains for her 
to raise the money for him. 


Sunday, October 25. 


It took several minutes to crank my ma- 
chine this morning, because the air was 
frosty and gasoline chilled. Took Mrs. Good- 
rich, Mrs. Chase, Mrs. Bachelder, Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and Deane to church. I read the 
prayers. We came home soon after morn- 
ing service. In the afternoon Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and I went to the farm, saw Mrs. 
‘McGregor and talked about Charles, coming 
home, etc. Met Carrie McGregor, spoke with 
her, stopped at the next house, talked with 
the Hosleys about many things, apples, 
ducks, guinea hens, etc., came home at sun- 
down. 


Monday, October 26. 


Rather fine day, had my machine before 
the door early. Mrs. MacMurphy went over 
town with me. We spent the morning 
abroad. After Deane came home from school 
we went over town again upon some errands 
connected with an entertainment to be given 
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soon. At night I lighted up and took Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Mr. C. A. Sefton over town 
to a rehearsal of a play, came home end 
read “David Copperfield,’ till half past 
hine, then. went over town and fetched the 
same persons home. 


Tuesday, October 27. 


Rather unpleasantly windy end _ cool, 
around 36 degrees F., etc. Over town twice 
-with Mrs. MacMurphy, called on two tenants 
for rents and had satisfaction. I am already 
finding the coal and wood going more raipid- 
ly with the change of weather. Eugene L. 
Campbell called tonight and paid six months 
interest on his $1200.00 mortgage note. This 
all. goes to Jennie as I sold my share in the 
claim to her some years ago, but I look after 
her interest in the proper time. 


Wednesday, October 28. 


Mrs. MacMurphy and I went over town in 
the forenoon. I went to the farm and pick- 
ed up. Mrs. McGregor, then we three took 
dinner in the I. O. O. F. Hall with “the Re- 
bekahs,” then we went to the farm agin, I 
taking a gun and cartridges, walked out into 
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the woods to see if there were apples and 
note signs of trespass. Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Mrs. McGregor walked out into the woods 
also and gathered ferns and berries. I went 
over some woodland formerly owned by the 
McKenneys. All home for dinner at six o’- 
clock. 


Thursday, October 29. 


Motored to town with wife, had various 
calls to make, wes at the bank an hour, 
read over deposition of late treasurer with 
F. N. Young. In afternoon over town to 
carry Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. Huntee and 
Mrs. Campbell to whist club at Mrs. Ben. 
Bartlett’s house. I went for them at five o’- 
clock and brought them home also brought 
Mrs: Melvin. Rev. Haslam called on us. At 
night carried five young people to the Rec- 
tory to attend junior meeting of church 
guild. 


Friday, October 30, 


Machine in use all day. I received a draft 
for $240.00 date Oct. 22, 1914, First National 
benk of Cleveland, Ohio, drawn on Third 
National Bank of St. Louis, Me., payable te 
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J. M. Robertson, endorsed to C. W. Robert- 
son, by him to J. T. Crankhite by him to J. 
Jesse G. MacMurphy. I am expecting to 
get the principal as soon as I can make the 
proper transfer of the papers. This is in the 
Adams Estate and Bixler mortgage, $4000.00 
maturing the last of this month. 


Saturday, October 31. 


Went to Manchester on trolley, with Ar- 
thur §S. Bunton, visited deposit box 385, 
Manchester National Bank, took out some 
coupons and a four thousand dollars mort- 
gage note maturing. In afternoon had ma- 
chine out, made numerous calls with Mrs. 
MacMurphy. Again after supper with lights 
on went over town to party, all Hallowe’en 
taking others, about a hundred there. Mrs. C. 
B. Chase and her pupils made music. Hazel 
Hosley played violin and there were four 
hand selections on the piano. 


Sunday, November 1. 


Took Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane _ to 
church. I celebrated the holy communion and 
Mr. Haslam assisted and preached the ser- 
mon. We came home, except Deane, who 
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walked to her home. In the efternoon I took 
Mrs.’ MacMurphy, Rev. L. H. Adams and 
daughter Helen Adams to the farm. The 
three women walked in the woods and gath- 
ered fern and evergreen, came home at five 
o’clock. I went to evening service at half 
past six and played the organ, practised 
afterward. Had supper at Reetory, ete. 


Monday, November 2. 


Rather fine day, had my Chalmers running 
all day. Mrs. MacMurphy and I over town in 
the forenoon and I was at the bank. After- 
noon I attended two bank meetings, both well 
attended by trustees and directors. Came 
home at 5:45, found Brent Haslam here, his 
father came soon, and both were here for 
supper. Then I took Mrs. MacMurphy to a 
rehearsal at I. O. O. F. hall, eame back. Mr. 
Cc. B. Chase coming down, we four men play- 
ed bid whist till ten o’clock, then I went over 
for Mrs. MacMurphy. 


Tuesday, November 3. 


This has been a fine day for the citizens 
to go to town meeting and vote for a gover- 
nor and twenty other officials. It was early 
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at the polls and cast my votes by close bal- 
lot. In the afternoon I took Mrs. MacMurphy 
to Londonderry to make calls on Mrs. W. P. 
Mack, Mrs. Martha !Pillsbury and Mrs. R. W. 
Pillsbury. We stopped at the polls on our 
way back to make inquiries, it appeared that 
a very large number of voters had discharg- 
ed their duties. There are more than fifteen 
hundred voters. 


Wednesday, November 4. 


Another fine day, we were abroad much 
of the time. In the. afternoon took Mrs. Etta 
Gilman riding for her health, picked up Mrs. 
Robert Gilman and her child. At night with 
lights went to town and picked up two young 
men, brought them to Mrs. Chase for her to 
hear some mandolin playing intended for a 
lecture next Monday night by Captain Jack 
Crawford, the famous Indian Scout. I am 
reading “Christmas Carols,” by Charles 
Dickens. 


Thursday, November 5. 


Over town with Mrs. MacMurphy, called at 
the Rectory, at Bell’s, at Dr. Wark’s at gar- 
age for gasoline and oil and again in the 
afternoon. At night Mrs. MacMurphy, Deane 
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went to lecture on National Parks. I went 
to the assembly of Mt. Nebo Council to help 
out. Read more of Dickens. Mrs. MacMur- 
phy and Deane just returned from lecture, 
say the lecture was fine and views splendid. 
It was not so large an audience as the lec- 
turer deserved or the views. 


Friday, November 6. 


Rather cooler weather, but had no trouble 
in cranking my machine, went to town and 
had a spring mended, was at the bank, sent 
a check for $281.87 to Mary E. Perkins to pay 
a note I gave several years ago to buy a 
tract of land 50 acres on the Barnham farm 
Mrs. MacMurphy was at Manchester in the 
forenoon. I took her to rehearsal in the 
evening at I. 0. O. F. hall. I also attended a 
pley and; concert given by our daughter in 
Pinkerton Academy this evening. 


Saturday, November 7. 


A very busy day, with automobile, took 
Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane to and from the 
Fair three times, went for Mrs. McGregor, 
took her to and from the Fair. Took Mrs. 
C. B. Chase and her friend Miss Webster, 
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violinist, Mr. and Mrs. Sefton to and from 
the Fair. Took Mr. and Mrs. Ben. Adams 
home late at night. I am just home at twelve 
o’clock. The. entertainment of our church 
with Fair receipts may net a hundred} dollars 
when the money is all in hand, some tickets 
not yet reported and so there is expectation. 


Sunday, November 8. 


Mrs. MacMurphy, Deane and.I motored to 
church where I preached and assisted in the . 
services. Then Deane went up to her home 
for the remainder of the day. Mrs. MacMur- 
phy and I and Miss Locke of Chester had 
dinner at the Rectory with Rev. and Mrs. 
Haslam and Brent. Brent is going to Ma- 
honi Bay on Tuesday to study with his uncle 
Bert Brent and so all four sons of the house 
will be away, the parents alone except for 
the presence of the maid in the. kitchen. 


Monday, November 9. 


At two o’clock we went to the station and 
met “Captain Jack Crawford” the _ Indian 
scout.and brought him to the house, then 
took him to No. 2 School where he made a 
little talk, then to the Chase Factory where 
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he was shown every courtesy. After supper 
Captain Jack, Prof. Merrinam, Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy, Deane and I went over town, rather 
cold riding, Captain Jack lectured two hours 
to a good number of people. Rose Pillsbury 
introduced the lecturer in a pleasing man- — 
ner. 


Tuesday, November 10. 


Rather cool weather for ride but went to 
farm taking with me Mrs. MacMurphy and 
Capt. Jack Crawford, picked up Mrs. Me- 
Gregor, went to Nashua, stopped at 42 Ab- — 
bott St., at Charles Barker’s, found Mrs. 
Barker at home and her father Charles Me- 
Gregor, we remained for dinner and were 
joined by John McGregor and Mrs. Barker’s 
little daughter. McGregor and Crawford 
new each other as army companions. We. 
left Capt. Cratwford and Mrs. MeGregor and 
came home. At night attended parish an- 
nual, about thirty present, had refreshments 
and came home. > 


Wednesday, November 11. 


Milder weather, went to town with Mrs. 
MacMurphy that she might straighten out 
the treasurer’s accounts in the Woman’s 
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Guild. We made many calls. We went over 
again in the afternoon to rectory, bank and 


| other places, made collections of money, re- 


ceived in sale of tickets to Captain Jack 


Crawford’s lecture. Mr. Haslam was here at 


night. Mrs. McGregor came home _ from 
Nashua today. She expects to see her hus- 
band again in Derry on Friday. 


Thursday, November 12. 


Rode about town morning and evening. 
Spent some time at the bank, called on vari- 
ous persons with Mrs. MacMurphy, rather, 
she made the calls and I attended to the 
driving. Mrs. McGregor has been- busy cook- 
ing provisions for the expected arrival of her 
husband tomorrow. It is not yet apparent. 
where he will settle down for the winter 
weather. He seems to think he must be 
taken eare of and treated as an invalid. 


Friday, November. 13. 


As usual went to town with Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and made many calls, went to Davis- 
es, collected interest fifteen dollars. Spent 
an hour at the bank. We came home for 
dinner. Again afternoon over town, paid

several monthly bills, electric lighting, 
gasoline and oil, floor paint, groceries, ete. © 
Mrs. Haslam here for tea’and to spend the 
evening. Read the war news. Read some in 
“Tale of Two Cities.” by Charles Dickens. | 
Heard Mr. Haslam read some of Charles Mc- 
Gregor’s new poem, “Our River Beautiful.” 


Saturday, November 14. 


Not unpleasant weather. Spent an hour at 
the bank, made purchases of coffee, syrup, 
boiled ham, tomato soups, ten pounds of white 
sugar, dinner at home. Took Mrs. MacMur- 
phy to D. A. R. meeting at Jennie Bartleits, 
two hours later brought her home and Miss 
Stiles came with her for supper. I visited 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles McGregor at the farm, 
Mrs. C. B. Chase was there at the seme time 
in her “Little Six.” At night I carried Miss - 
Stiles over town and left my Chalmers Thirty | 
at the Abbott Auto Co’s. garage. 


Sunday, November 15. 


We walked to church today, at least I did, 
Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane going partly by 
trolley. I assisted Mr. Haslam in the serv- 
ices. Deane then, after Sunday school, went — 
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to her home for the remainder of the day. 
Mrs. White picked us up and brought us 
home in her carriage. Two of us for dinner. 
We spend the afternoon in reading. I have 
just finished reeding “The Tale of Two 
Cities,” by Charles Dickins and find the story 
fascinating. 


Monday, November 16. 


Rainy night and forenoon. I attended to 
writing three business letters of consider-. 
able length and importance. Mrs. MacMur- 
phy .attended a Sunday school convention in 
the village. She seemed much pleased with 
the discussions that were raised about St. 
Peter. Mr. Merrinam gave an illustration of 
his idea of teaching a class, asking and an- 
swering ..questions, etc. Eugene A. Ham- 
blett called to see if I would sell him some 
hay. 


Tuesday, November 17. 


Freezing weather, but.soon a bright sun- 
shine made a cheerful atmosphere. I was at 
the bank twice. In the afternoon went with 
Elbridge P. Clark to look at some of his land 
mortgaged to John Folsom to set a value on 
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the land and try to find a fair settlement 
between them. I was twice at Folsom’s. 
Miss Gott has severe cold, Mrs. Folsom is 
sick and Mr. Folsom is helpless, cannot arise 
from bed or chair without help. 


Wednesday, November 18. 


Rather cool riding any part of the day, 
however my car was out all day and part 
of the night. I went with Mrs. MacMurphy 
to town and bank in the forenoon. I went 
with her to the farm and visited the McGreg- 
ors in the afternoon. I went with her again 
in the evening to the Reetory where we met 
Rev. Amos and Mrs. J. H. Low. We had 
games till half past eleven, then we had 
bread and cheese, cake and porter, coffee 
and cream. I am just baek from garage at 
one o’cloek. 


Thursday, November 19. 


Last night after writing in my diary, the 
President of the Y. M. C. A. called and asked 
me to speak to them at Pinkerton Academy. 
I went up at the hour eleven A. M. They 
had singing and prayer and I talked to them, 
about seventy-five members, for fully fifteen 
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minutes of Efficiency of Education, physi- 
cal, intellectual atid moral. They gave me 
a hearty applause at the etid. There had 
fallen the first snow. The groutid is white 
anid snow véry heavy. 


Friday, November 20, 


There ate at least six inches of snow on tlie 
fround. Péople are using sleighs in part, 
wagons more, atitomobilés very few. We at- 
tended futieral of Mis. Emily A. Clark (widow 
of Joseph R. Clark) at 2:30 p. m. Two of the 
sons were preéserit, three aré too fat away to 
come on. Ediia the daughter was here. In 
the evetiing ‘Mrs. MacMurphy ard Deane 
went to East Derry to see the play “Detective 
in petticoats.” They came back reportitig the 
acting Very poor, atid mtich prompting spoil 
4d the effect. 


Saturday, November 21. 


The snow remains upon the _ landscape, 
without showing signs of melting. Sleigh- 
ing is fine, and much better than wheeling, 
although I find matiy travel on wliéels from 
choice or riecessity. Mrs. MacMurphy spent 
four hours in Manchester today. She saw her 
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Sister at the Masonic Home. Ella Hastman 
called on me and borrowed two dollars te 
send to Walter E. Hill in New York. I put 
some denatured alcohol in the raidiator of my 
automobile as protection from freezing. 


Sunday, November 22. 


Snow over all the fields and good sleigh- 
ing on highways. We all went to church at 
10:45 service. I assisted the Rector. We were 
home for dinner. Deane was home for the 
afternoon. When she came back she report- 
ed the death of Miss Elizabeth Gott at the 
Folsoms. At evening I went to chureh serv- 
ice at 6:30 p. m. I aSsisted in a litany serv- 
ice and in a choir practise afterwards. Then 
I went to the Rectory and had supper with 
Rev. and Mrs. Haslam. I am jast home at. 
ten o’clock. 


Monday, November 23. 


Snow over all the landscape. I wore my 
dogskin overcoat and arctic overshoes, walked 
to town and stores and bank. It seems Elmer 
Gilman is dead and: will be buried in Forest 
Hill tomorrow. Miss Gott’s body will be 
taken to Hebron, Ct., for burial. In the after- 
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noon Mr. Haslam came. Mrs. MacMurphy 
away in Concord attending some woman’s 
club or convention. Mr. Haslam here for 
supper and to play five hundred with Mr. 
C. B. Chase and me. We finished playing at 
half past ten. 


Tuesday, November 24. 


Assisted at the church funeral of Elizabeth 
Gott, born Hebron, Ct., Oct. 7, 1829, died Nov. 
22, 1914. Mrs. McGregor, came down to at- 
tend the funeral. Mr. and Mrs. Ed. Pettee 
were present from Hartford, Ct. The body 
was conveyed to Hebron. In the afternoon 
I officiated at the burial of Elmer Gilman 
of Haverhill, Mass., aged 51 years, a brother 
of Edward L. Gilman. Elmer'was in Derry ‘ 
a short time ago. Ben. Gilman was up from 
Haverhill to attend. His mother Julia Gilman 
remembers Mrs. MacMurphy at Robinson Fe- 
male Academy in Exeter, N. H. Residence, 
72 Wingate St., Haverhill, Mass. 


Wednesday, November 25. 


I telephoned aheed and went to Manchest- 
er on the 10:22 trolley and deposited a draft 
for $3,996.00 at the Merrimack River Sav- 
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ings Bank. I then placed the bank book in 
box 385 safety deposit vault. I telephoned 
to Masonic Home and got Mrs. Mellows 
started for the trolley. We came back on the 
11:15 trolley and were at home at 12:15, 
In the afternoon I was at the bank, made 
out some checks for the teachers of No. 2 
School and then I purchased the provisions 
for tomorrow as it will be Thanksgiving. 


Thursday, November 26. 


Thanksgiving Day a little like the old 
fashioned weather and conditions with snow 
on the ground. We had a dinner of the us- 
ual timely menu, present myself and wife, 
Deane to wait on the guests, Mr. and Mrs, 
Charles McGregor, Mr. and Mrs. C. B. Chase 
and Mrs. Mellows. We spent the day joy- 
fully and traditionally correct. Rey. George 
Haslam and son Greville Haslam called in 
the late afternoon. Jennie telephoned as 
soon as she was at home from being here, 
that she heard on the way of the death of 
Mrs. John Folsom. 


Friday, November 27. 


I walked over town to the bank and spent 
nearly an hour. Mrs. Mellows is here, quite 
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busy, knitting socks for the disposition of 
the Red Cross. Mrs. MacMurphy went over 
town, walking one way. Mrs. Clara Matthews 
and her daughter called between five and six 
o’clock. We tried to persuade them to re- 
main over night with us, but they had mede 
their arrangements to go through to Haver 
hill tonight. The snow is fast disappearing. 
Ed. Hamblett paid me for hay $39.37 at the 
bank. 


Saturday, November 28. 


I was at the bank an hour, I signed up 
five hundred dollars new curreficy§ and 
trimmed the edges, etc. In the aftertioon Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter Clark called to see me 
about a note and mortgage I bought of Nat 
Head. Mr. Eddy came from Nashua! in 4 
“Master Six’? and took Mrs. Mellows, Dearie, 
Mrs. MacMurpy anid myself to the Adams 
farm, coming back we were stuck fast in the 
show atid a yoke of oxen pulled us out. At 
night Mrs.’ Mellows had dinner or supper 
with Mrs. C. B. Chase, No. 9 Crescent St. 


Sunday, November 29. 


Mrs. Mellows remained at home, Mrs. 
MacMurphy, Deane and I went to church this 
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morning. I assisted Mr. Haslam in the morn- 
ing service and I preached the sermon at 
10:45 a. m. We came home and had dinner. 
We went to the funeral of Mrs. John Folsom 
at the Central Church. It is understood that 
Miss Gott left $500.00 to our church. At night 
I went over town, attended evening service, 
conducted the service and afterward prac- 
tised with the choir, then I went to the Rect- 
ory and had supper, a Scotch whiskey with 
it. 


Monday, November 309. 


Walked to town and spent a little time at 
the bank, got some meat and head of lettuce 
at the market. Mrs. Mellows mending the 
heavy overcoat I bought of Mr. Haslam. Mr. 
Haslam came and was here for supper. Then 
Mr. Chase came down and we had a game 
of bid whist. Mr. Haslam and Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy against Mrs. Chase and myself. Mrs. 
Mellows read herself to sleep and excused 
herself and went to her room. Mr. Haslam 
and Mr. Chase went away at eleven o’clock. 


Tuesday, December 1. 


Much like a summer’s day. I was at the 
bank in the forenoon, took out money for 
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my ward. Home at noon to lunch with Mrs. 
Mellows and Deane. Mrs. MacMurphy came 
late. In the afternoon I took a trolley ride 
to Adams farm, visited my ward and got 
her reecipt for the monthly allowance oi 
$25.00. Ben. and Josie were coming this 


way in his automobile and so brought me 
home again. Going to the postoffice I met 
M. E. Odell who handed me an envelope in 
which I found $25.00 I had loaned to him. 


Wednesday, December 2. 

Spent an hour in the bank, at the market, 
bought meat and tea. Mrs. Mellows worked 
on my overcoat and finished it. I copied one 
of Jerome’s letters written from Gardiner, 
Maine where he was teaching a school in 
November of 1902. He had attended a School 
Institute and given an essay on English, he 
had also spoken in a Grange meeting. Mrs. 
Haslam called about half past five this after- 
noon. The weather is so mild that an over- 
coat is a burden and gloves superfluous and 
yet there is no sunshine.. 
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Thursday, December 3. 


Bare ground everywhere. Rather muddy 
however. I spent a couple of hours at the 
bank this forenoon. For my records I eopied 
three of my daughters Ietters. One written 
from the University of West Virginia, one 
from; Madison University, Wis., and one from 
La Jolla, Cal. These letters to me seemed 
worthy of preservation and fairly represent 
her in. her musical career. Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Mrs. Mellows’ attended the Woman’s 
Club. I read some more chapters of Ab- 
bott’s Napoleon, my hearers appreciated the 
story. 


Friday, December 4. 


Spent an hour at the bank, wrote up the 
minutes of the two monthly meetings last 
held, the clerk having business to prevent his 
attendanee at the meetings. Mrs. Mellows 
keeps busy at the sewing and mending. Mrs. 
MacMurphy making up bread in the evening. 
Rev. George Haslam made us a €all about. 
supper time. John C. Chase over the tele- 
phone asked me to notify the trustees of the 
monthly meeting to be held at the banking 
rooms at 3 p. m. next Monday,. he is a little 
out with the elerk. 
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Spent an hour at the bank, sent a letter to 
J. M. Robertson, Wymore, Nebraska. Mrs. 
Mellows here busy about the house. I called 
at the Rectory, saw Rev. and Mrs. Haslam. 
Walked to the farm, spent an hour. with 
Jennie, she gave me $2.73 for hay. I found 
it grew cold, and coming home I put a quart 
of wood alcohol in the water system of my 
automobile to guard against freezing. Mrs. 
MacMurphy and Mrs. Mellows went over 
town together, returning about five o’clock. 
We had baked beans and brown bread and 
sweet cider for supper. Mrs. Chase made 
the brown bread. 


Sunday, December 6. 


Mrs. MacMurphy, Mrs. Mellows, Deane and 
I went to church on the trolley. I assisted 
Mr. Haslam at~ the communion service at 
10:45 a. m., he preached on Advent. We came 
home for dinner. Deane went to her home 
for the afternoon. At night I went to church 
service at 6:30 p. m., afterwards there was 
choir practise of music for next Sunday and 
some Christmas music. I had supper at 
Rectory with Rev. and Mrs. Haslam, some 
Seotch whiskey with cake and apple pie. 
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Monday, December 7. 


I was over town in the morning and again 
in the afternoon. There were two bank 
meetings that I attended in the afternoon. 
The first at three o’clock, monthly meeting 
of trustees of Savings Bank, the second at 
four, monthly meeting of directors of the 
First National Bank. Rev. Haslam was here 
for supper and games. Mrs. Mellows went to 
the Masonic Home today. She does not like 
the matron of the Home and never fails to 
show it. 


Tuesday, December 8. 


Spent an hour at the bank. Remained at 
home in the afternoon, reading aloud Ab-. 
bott’s Napoleon. At six o’clock dressed and 
went with Mrs. MacMurphy to the Rectory 
for supper... Rev. and Mrs. H. H. Haynes 
were there. After supper Mrs. Haynes and 
Mrs. MacMurphy and Mrs. Haslam went to 
Guild meeting at Mrs. S. H. Bell’s. Rev. 
Haynes, Rev. Haslam and myself spent the 
time talking and sipping some Scotch 
whiskey. We all came home on 9:30 trolley. 
Leora Gilman was here with Deane for com- 
pany. 
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Wednesday, December 9. 


Spent an hour at the bank, wrote up the 
minutes of the last directors meeting of the 
7th, went to the market and got meat for 
dinner. Was at home all the afternoon and 
read more of “Abbotts Napoleon.” There is 
just enough ice on the ground to make travel 
unsteady, except where the walks are strewn 
with gravel. As a fact the road agents have 
made a business of putting sand on the side- 
walks. The house expense for light last 
month exceeded five dollars, the nights are 
long and electric lamps and flat iron use 
much current. The library is cheerful. 


Thursday, December 10. 


The usual visit was made to the bank. I 
had business to transact in connection with 
my being the treasurer in Special School 
District No. 2, the payment of two notes for 
money borrowed in anticipation of taxes. 
The schools have to pay their‘teachers reg- 
ularly and meet other expenses a long time 
each year before any money can be received 
from taxes. In the afternoon I read more of 
Abbott’s Napoleon aloud to Mrs. MacMurphy 
and Deane. I am reading in the third vol- 
ume and find it exceedingly fine.

Friday, December 11. 


I remained about home all day, only going 
to the store and post office several times. 
Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane went to Man-. 
chester to buy Christmas ecards, ete. They 
returned at five o’clock. At night Deane ana 
Leora went to an entertainment of the Cent- 
ral Church. They have just returned at half 
past ten o’clock. Mrs. MacMurphy is making 
bread and preparing the beans for tomor- 
row’s baking. Our daughter usually furnish- 
es us with a loaf of brown bread to go with 
our baked beans. 


Saturday, December 12. 


I found it necessary to go to Manchester 
and telephoned to Mr. Bunton of my inten- 
tion. I reached Manchester at 10:10 and 
with him visited deposit box in a bank and 
made an inventory of all the securities. This 
will be sent to the Bonding Company as a 
report by Mr. Bunton. I came back at ten 
o’clock, had lunch at Chadwick’s and so 
home where I have spent most of the time 
reading and writing. Mr. C. B. Chase called 
upon us this evening to bring some cheese 
and lettuce. 
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Sunday, December 13. 


Rather cool weather, ground bare, and 
hard. Three of us took trolley ride to church, 
where I assisted at morning prayer at 10:45 
and preached the sermon. We came back by 
trolley. Miss Lucie Stile soon arrived and 
had a chicken dinner with us. She remained 
till dark about four o’clock. She will walk 
to her lodgings at James McCregor’s home, 
about two miles from here. How very short 
the year has seemed and I am almost at the 
end of my diary, a full page for every day 
as for some years past. 


Monday, December 14. 


Rather cold day, ground bare and dry. I! 
went over town to the Davises where I col- 
lected interest from father and son and each 
paid something on principal, then I spent 
an hour at the bank and signed up some new 
‘currency, just received from Washington. At 
supper Mr. Haslam was here and after tea 
we played five hundred. Just three of us, 
till near midnight. We tried in vain to get 
Charles B. Chase on the telephone. Mrs. 
Chase was here about four o’clock to talk 
over Christmas presents. 
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Tuesday, December 15. 


Colder than’ yesterday, before night I 
adopted my fur coat. At the bank this morn- 
ing I recovered a three thousand dollar de- 
mand note given to the Derry National. TIT 
turned in my John C. Davis Jr., note and a 
small note for $298.20. I was quite pleased 
to make this change. The Madden note left 
as collateral is considerably larger than my 
obligation so I am at ease about this matter. 

I am reading the last volume of “‘Abbott’s 
Napoleon” and find it fascinating and very 
complimentary to the famous Emperor. 


Wednesday, December 16. 


A very fine day, but cold. Mrs. MacMur- 
phy and I both walked over town, not see- 
ing a trolley near at hand. I spent an hour 
at the bank. We were home for lunch a* 
noon. Mrs. MacMurphy and Deane went to 
the Rectory, where Mrs. Haslam had an 
afternoon tea and sale of articles for the 
Woman’s Guild. They were at home again 
for dinner at six o’clock. Mrs. McGregor and 
her husband will entertain us at their home 
with a Christmas dinner and Mr. and Mrs. 
C. B. Chase are also invited. 
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Thursday, December 17. 


A very fine day but cold, ground perfectly 
bare and dry. Walked over town for usual 
business at bank and market. Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy attended Woman’s Club in the after- 
noon, they had a_ beautiful program by 
Marcia Emory. At six o’clock Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and I went to the Rectory for tea, 
and she later to the public library while I 
remained to sing in a quartet, some Christ- 
mas carols, Mrs. Ella Gilbert, Mrs. Jennie 
Grinnell and Benjamin T. Bartlett, Completed 
the quartet and Mrs. Haslam accompanied. 


Friday, December 18. 


Fine weather but still cold. About. 2 de- 
grees below zero at sunrise, then rising mer- 
cury till neon when it was around 28 degrees 
above. I was at the bank, I also made a tall 
on Mr. F. N. Young the bank president, and I 
also called on Mr. John C. Chase, another 


president. I spent some hours reading aloud 
from Dr. Johnson’s “Tour of the Hibrides.” 
This book has interested me much. I have 
read it through four times or more. Mrs. 
McGregor was in Manchester today.

Saturday, December 19. 


Cloudy and increasing darkness until rain 
fell freely near night. I was at the bank an 
hour. Mrs. MacMurphy went to manchester 
and while there visited her sister at the 
Masonic Home. Mrs. Mellows seemed very 
well and wanted to walk down to the stores 
with Mrs. MacMurphy. To save time this 
plan was not adopted. I met Mrs. MacMurphy 
with an umbrella as she arrived by wie 
about quarter past six. 


Sunday, December 20. 


Fine day, but cool, ground icy in places 
where last night’s rain froze on the side- 
walks. We went to church by trolley. I as- 
sisted in morning prayer. Mr. Haslam 
preached. Deane went from Sunday school 
to her home for the afternoon. At four o’- 
clock I went over to practise some Christ- 
mas music. Ben Bartlett and sister did not 
appear, Mrs. Gilbert was there and Mrs. 
Haslam. I had 5 o’clock tea at Rectory, Mrs. 
Bell and daughter was there. We had even- 
ing prayer, and practised Christmas carols 
with a good number of boys, then had sup- 
per at -Reetory. 
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Monday, December 21. 

Four of snow on the ground, itches and 
hot feet, ice under, making slippery walking 
landed on my back once with seven pounds 
mutton in one arm and laundry bundle in the 
other, no injury whatever. Mr. atid Mrs. C. 
B. Chase here for six o’clock dinner, boiled 
leg of mutton, caper sause, mince pie, etc. 
They brought their black cat in a basket. 
They played bid whist till ten o’clock, the 
black cat seeming perfectly contented. 
Deane went to church to twine evergreen for 
the Christmas trimmings. 


Tuesday, December 22. 


Fine wintry day. I was at home all the 
forenoon, and spent the time making an in- 
dex to a manuscript book of family history. 
Only family names are to go into the index, 
and of these the number is large. I was at 
the bank a few minutes in the afternoon. Mr. 


John Greville Haslam came to town yester- 
day, and is visiting his Reverend brothers at 
the Rectory. I sent off a dozen Christmas 
cards in today’s mail. I have already receiv- 
ed some. 
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Wednesday, December 23. 


Remained about the house all the morn- 
ing. At two o’clock walked to the bank and 
was there till closing time. Then I went to 
the Rectory and called on John Greville Has- 
lam. He gave me one of his cigars and we 
smoked in the library. Rev. and Mrs. Has- 


lam invited me to stay and have tea with the 
family. Montfort is at home and Cummings 
expected tonight and Greville tomorrow. 


Thursday, December 24, 


Walked over to the bank, making a call 
on F. N. Young on the way. I took the 10:22 
car and went to F. N. Colby’s to pay my Lon- 
donderry taxes. Mrs. Colby attended to the 
business, paid her a check’ of $192.65 and got 
a receipt, took the next car back, spent an 
hour at the bank, and came home. We had 
dinner at noon, although our usual custom 
is to have lunch at noon and dinner at night 
This is old fashion weather, we had snow 
at Thanksgiving and cold and sleighing now 
in Christmas week, 
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Friday, December 25.. 


Merry Christmas, we took trolley to church 
where I assisted. at celebration of the holy 
communion. and: Mr. Haslam: preached. the 
sermon, then: we went to the farm and had a 
Christmas turkey dinner with Mr. and: Mrs. 
McGregor, Mr. and Mrs. C. B. Chase: were: 
also there for dinner. <A full course menu. 
We came home. At six we went. again to 
chureh where we: had a: splendid Christmas 
tree and concert: Mrs. Gilbert, Mrs. Grinnell, 
Mr. R. 'T. Bartlett and I sang four carols. 
There was a supper with toasts at the Rec- 
tory much enjoyed. 


Saturday, December 26. 


About 16. degrees. below- zero. this. morning, 
ground covered fully. with snow. I took an- 
other quart of alcohol.and put it in my car 
to keep from freezing. Washington Irving 
Coburn was: buried today from the. late home 
at 1p. m:.. Mrs. MacMurphy and. Deane went 
over town in the afternoon. F. J. Shepard’s 
son Bartlett is made a master mason tonight. 
Charles McGregor has. made-a large. crayon 
copy. of a photograph of me. taken long ago 
when I had a long. beard. 
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Sunday, December 27. 


Water pipes froze in kitchen and furnace 
fire went out, soon had everything warm 
again after I dressed. I went to church and 
assisted at morning prayer and I preached 
the sermon. The church was cold in spite 
of a very good fire. Deane went over in 
time to attend Sunday school. Attendance 
fairly good for a cold day. There was no 
evening service. Mr. Haslam went down to 
Kilrea for service in the school house, at 3 
p. m. He expected to have a cold ride both 
ways. 


Monday, December 28. 


Walked over town to the bank, store and 
Rectory, invited some guests for supper, Rev. 
and Mrs. George Haslam, Mr. Greville Has- 
lam, brother and Greville Haslam, son, Mr. 
and Mrs. C. B. Chase were here at six o’clock 
We had a roast of beef. After that we formed 
two tables and played bid whist till eleven 
o’clock. Then had some refreshments, music 
and dancing. Mrs . Haslam played, Mrs. 
Chase played and I took a turn at the piano. 
the men smoked in my room from time to 
time between the episodes of play. 
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Tuesday, December 29. 


Walked to town, spent an hour checking 
off securities in the Nutfield Savings Bank. 
Came home on a trolley at noon. Found a 
letter of invitation for self and wife to attend 
the incoming Governor’s Inaugural Ball at 
Concord on the seventh of January. Also dis- 
covered by telephone that Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles McGregor have invitations to the 
Ball. I went to Governor Bass’s Ball about 
six years ago, taking Mrs. Ethel P. Adams 
with me. Mr. and Mrs. oi tiie ale went to 
that Inaugural Ball. 


Wednesday, December 30. 


Spent two hours at the bank, preparing 
semi annual report off Nutfield Savings. I did 
not have lunch till one o’clock. Mrs. MacMut 
phy attended a meeting of Woman’s Whist 
Club at Mrs. Greenough’s. Refreshments were 
served, and a good time for all. Letter from 
John R. McLane desiring an interview with 
me, John C. Chase and James H. Weston, on 


Friday, in relation to bank suit with R. W. 
Pillsbury, set for hearing at Exeter, N. H. 
January 21, 1/915. 
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Thursday, December 31. 


Spent: an hour at the bank, communicated 
with. John R: Mclane, of Manchester and: 
arranged meeting with other trustees tomor- 
row morning: at nine o’clock; to confer with 
him on the law suit with R. W. Pillsbury. 
At night Mrs. MacMurphy went with me to 
the Reetory,. two tables: for auction bridge. 
Mr: and Mrs. James H. Weston, Rev. and 
Mrs. George Haslam, Greville Haslam of 
Baltimore and Cummings Haslam. We played 
till eleven, then had supper in the dining 
room, bade the others Happy New Year and 
are home at 12:30 a. m. 
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
